OABINET DISCUSSIONS. 





FISHERIES AND HAYTIAN QUESTIONS— 
NEW PATENT COMMISSIONER. 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—The Cabinet met 
at 11 o’clock to-day in accordance with the plan 
for the Summer months, and remainedin session 
over three hours. The meeting was devoted 
almost entirely to the consideration of interna- 
tional questions, the most important relating to 
the Canadian fisheries, the policy of Great Brit- 
ain in regard to the island of Hayti, and the seal 
fisheries of Alaska. In regard to the fisheries 
question it is understood that information 
has been received to the effect that Eng- 
land sustains the position taken by the 
Canadian authorities and is in no wise disposed 


to make the concessions requested by this Gov- 
ernment. This question was considered by the 
Cabinet with a view to the advisability of suita- 
ble action by the President under the provisions 
of the Retaliatory act. The alleged demand of 
Great Britain for the possession of Tortugas 
Islands or the payment by the Haytian Gov- 
ernment of $1,000,000 in settlement of old 
claims was considered at some length. The 
United States have great interests in Hasti, 
commercial and otherwise, and are deeply con- 
cerned in its welfare and prosperity. A corre- 
spondence will be opened with Great Britain 


on this subject. The Alaska seal fish- 
eries were discussed, with a view to 
their better protection from foreign 


interference. Itis represented that the inter- 
ests are now threatened by the wanton and 
wholesale slaughter of sealsin the open ocean. 
{it seems that during the day the female seals 
leave their young on the shores of the islands 
in charge of the males while they go miles away 
in search of food, with which they return at 
night. Recently a practice has sprung up of 
catching the female seais while they are in 
search of food. Their young perish asa matter 
of course and the perpetuation of the animals is 
endangered. The difficulty of controlling this 
matter arises from the alleged want of jurisdic- 
tion of our Government over these waters be- 
yond the three-mile limit. The question will be 
again considered at a furure meeting.

A CREDITOR’S BILL FILED AND CHARGES 
MADE AGAINST HIM. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., April 7.—A creditor’s 

bill has been filed in the United States Circuit 

Court against D. M. Sabin by the Mer- 


chants’ National Bank of Chicago and the 
First National Bank of Ithaca, N. Y.,

PROVIDENCE, April 7.—The reform ele- 

ment in the Republican Party im this State has 

made good its quiet determination to kill off the 
men that have brought discredit on the party 
throughout the country, and have made unmis- 
takably plain the expression of its belief that 
the integrity of the national party cannot be 
sustained unless the integrity of all its parts is 
assured.

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MR. MULRY GETS EXCITED 


BUI HIS OABLE BILLS ARE 
KILLED ALL THE SAME. 
SEVENTY MILES OF NEW-YORK’S STREETS 

SAFE FROM THE GRIP FOR AT LEAST 


ANOTHER YEAR. 

Arpany April 7.—Assemblyman Mulry 
astoished his associates in the House to-day by 
#iy evidences which he furnished of life, activ- 
ity, and purpose. He has had charge of the 
cable company's interests in the Assembly, and 
in the discharge of this duty he moved a week 
ago to disagree with the Railroad Committee’s 
report, killing his two cable bills, A miniature 
riot seemed imminent, for the cable lobby had 
prepared to fight the bills through, and their. 
opponents were greatly concerned about the 
result. AtSpeaker Husted’s suggestion the dis- 
position of the report was postponed until last 
Tuesday. Mr, Mulry discovered upon that day 
that he had made a mistake in yielding to the 
suggestion, for the House was engaged in read- 
ing bills, and a two-thirds vote, he was informed 
by the Speaker, would be necessary to lay this 
order of business aside. This vote he was unable 
to get. 

Mr. Mulry has lived for two days in the belief 
that he was beguiled and cheated. In this case 
the Speaker's rulings were sound, so that Mr, 
Mulry has been laboring under a hallucination. 
This marning he rangthe bell at 91 Columbia- 
street and demanded to see theSpeaker. He was 


admitted, and the Speaker, who had just pushed 
back from the breakfast table, and was in royal 
humor, declared that be was delighted to see 
Mr. Mulry. : 

' “That's all right, Mr. Speaker, but I’ve come 
np to talk to you,” was the businesslike re- 
sponse. * ‘ 

The Speaker stared, rubbed his chin, lowered 
his left auricle, and waited for the business to 
begin. No stenographic report exists of the 
epeeches made hy these two gentlemen during 
the next 10 minutes. They are known, however, 
to have bristled with sarcasm, to have been 
filled with personal allusions, and Sam, the col- 
ored door tender, has a faint memory of sulphur 
and blasphemy being hurled about in large 
ehunks. Mr. Mulry accused the Speaker of being 
leagued with Mr. Cantor, with Deacon Richard- 
son, and the d—evil one to cheat him out of his 
rights as a member, said rights including the 
privilege of calling up the adverse report, and 
baving it acted upon by the House last Tuesday, 

Mr. Mulry grew more boisterous than a camp 
meeting exhorter, and the prospects seemed 

romising of half of Albany congregating on the 
ront stoop and inquiring, ‘ What's up?” Un- 
able to soothe him by any such reminders as 
“You're no gentleman, Sir!” and “ You'd better 
get right out or something may happen to you,” 
the Speaker finally uttered ‘a mighty shout: 
‘* Sam, bring up the bouncer.” 

“ Yes, Sah, General! Jes’ a minute, Sah! Dat 
— dog’s climbed ober de breffuss table and 
away’s gone dat precious bottle from de Emp’rer 
Kaiser’a wine cellar. Git thar, you yaller-haired 
pup.” 

“Sam! , 

A dog yelped with pain, there was the sound 
of shuffling footsteps, and a very stalwart 
Ethiope, with very curly hair, very black skin, 
and enormous white teeth grinned ferociously in 
the doorway. 

“Ise here, Sah!” 

From out behind the curtains emerged at this 
identical instant another figure, a majestio 
figure bent upon an errand of peace. “I 
wouldn't bounce him harshly, General. He 
doesn’t mean what he says,I know. Do you, 
Billy.” 

Mr. Mulry’s eyes remained fastened upon the 
shadow in the doorway. His tongue clove to 
the roof of his mouth. There was no magic 
in the word * Billy.” 

“ Assemblyman Henry,I cannot allow a visitor 
to use any such language,” exclaimed the 
Speaker to the man of magnificent mien, whose 
Quaker spirit revolted at the horrid thought of 
@ bouncer being set in motion in his presence. 
Hence his appearance from behind the portiéres. 

Mr. Henry’s pacitic counsels badjthe desired 
effec}. The bouncer was relegated to the rear. 
Mr. Mulry was calmed down, and he looked 
around for the door. A great load was lifted 
from the Speaker’s heart, for it is, after all, 
repugnant to his better feelings to raise a 

yhysical point of order on a_ fellow- 

ing. If Mr. Mulry, on slamming his hat 
upon his head and reaching the door 
step, issued a cordial invitation to theSpeaker to 
meet him on the opposite side of the street, and 
accompanied it with a solemn promise to punch 
his head, that is none of the world’s affair. The 
Speaker did not waste his valuable time nor risk 
his bald pate in any such unnecessary manner. 
Philosopher that he is, he declined politely to 
engage in any contest which could not be um- 
bigest by such a staid arbiter as the Blue Book, 

and the dog, who appeared at the window, 
looked as if they were sorry they were not in- 
cluded in the invitation. 

Mr. Mulry was so angry that he visited Dis- 
trict Attorney Hugh Reilly’s office and asked 
that officer, who was an old schcolmate, when 
the Grand Jury of Albany County would be in 
session. Mr. Reilly told him on Monday, and 
laughingly expressed the hope that Mr. Mulry 
would drop no bomb into the Grand Jury room 
without first giving him some notice. Mr. Mulry 
vouchsafed no information, and within an hour 
he turned up in his seat in the Assembly Cham- 
ber. He was cool evougch now, and the Speaker, 
who had hed enough of him for the balance 
of his life, threw no obstacie in his way when he 
moved to take up the committee’s adverse re- 
port on his two bills. 

The cahble’s opponents had rallied, and they 
helped Mr. Mulry in his initial step m order to 
strangle his two bills without further ado. The 
first bill repealed the compensation clause in 
last year’s street railroad act, and the clause in 
the general act of 1884 which prohibits the 
transaction of business under this general act 
by cable companies. Mr. Cantor, Mr. McIntyre, 
Mr. Hamilton, Mr. Crosby, Mr. Ives, and Mr. 
Erwin spoke against the bill. Mr. Mulry’s re- 
marks were purely personal. “I don't care how 
you gentlemen vote,” said he; “I haven't a 
cent’s worth ofinterestin the cable companies, 
and any man who imputes corrupt motives to 
me isaliarin his throat! Kill this bill if you 
want to, but let it be done in the House. I came 
here to get justice, andif I can’t getit I can’t 
stay here.” 

Mr. Baker, of Steuben, assured the House that 
he believed in cableraiiroads. He knew noth- 
ing of the New-York Cable Company except 
what John J. O'Brien and Leroy B, Crane had 
told him. He now for the first time understood 
that it was proposed to repeal the compensation 
law, and that he was opposed to, believing a city 
had the right to sell franchises for the use of its 
streets. 

Messrs. Greene, Shea, and Platt spoke for cable 
roads, and the motion of Mr. Mulry to disagree 
with the Railroad Committee’s adverse report 
on his bill was lost by 83 to8. The 8 were 
Conover, Devereux, Hornidge, Mulry, Platt, 
Ryan, Shea, and Charles Smith. 

“I’m much obliged to you gentlemen who 
stood by me, and to you who promised to stand 
by me, but who didn’t,” exclaimed Mr. Mulry. 

The adverse report on his second Cable bill was 
taken up and disposed of in the same summary 
manner. All hope of securing any cable legisla- 
tion Tet would thus seem to be permanently 
destroyed. Mr. Mulry seemed aetermined to 
cause his associates some trouble, and he sent 
up a resolution ‘In relation to the bribery of 
office holders,” a title which instantly attracted 
the most respectful attention. There was a gen- 
eral desire to have it read, and Mr. Erwin said 
he would listen first and reserve the right to ob- 
ect to its introduction afterward. “I want to 

now whether he means to insult the House 
simply because he can’t get his own little steals 
through.” 

Mr. Mulry declared that he was interested 
in no steal. It seemed for a moment asif he 
was about to extend to the ex-Speaker an in- 
yitation similar to that yviven the Speaker 
some time before. Clerk Chickering read the 
following resolution, which did not prove half 
so serious as was expected. Nevertheless Mr. 
Erwin objected toitsintroduction, and the House 
almost immediately adjourned. 

Resolved, That a special committee, consisting of

rom the passage of this resolution:

Whether any of them have applied to have their 
lines extended on streets adjacent to, or removed 
from, their central line of tracks, and to whom they 
have applied. 

Whether there is any money due for taxes or other 
obligations or claims due the cities of New-York and 
Brooklyn from the various companies respectively 
operating in said cities. 

hether they have resisted payment of the same. 

Whether they have accommodated the public to 
the best of their availability by running cars to the 
number required by the line of travel. 

Whether any of therm are 1n the hands of Receivers 
or are operated by other companies, 

Whether any present officers, stockholders, or Di- 
rectors of railroads have assumed obligations for 
stocks representing snore thgn the paid-up capital 
stock of the company. 

Whetherany of said stocks were issued forthe 
purpose of raising money to bribe public officers in 
the respective cities of New-York, Brooklyn or State 
of New-York. 

Whether any such municipal or State officers re- 
ceived bribes, directly or inuirectly, from any officer 
of such corporation within three years. 

The committee is authorized to employ counsel and 
stenographer, and if if cannot complete its labors 
within 20 days to take 20 days additional, It must 
report such legislation as it deems necessary to cor- 
rect such abuses as may exist. 

It was reported this afternoon that Mr. Mulry 
had resigned in disgust. No corroboration of 
this rumor can be obtained. If there are any 
who are inclined to regret that they helped 
elect Mr. Mulry, and so defeated the wicked 
Gibbs, they can rest with this reflection: Had 
Gibbs been elected he might, perhaps, by this 
me have had cable roads running all over New- 

ork, and possibly the elevated railroad on 

Broadway, would have been half completed. 

There is no doubt that Mr. Mulry has created an 

impression upon everybody. The speaker who 

has traveled far and seen much indorses him 
with, ‘‘Why, he’s the queerest I ever saw.”

Mr. MecIntyre’s bill to bestow upon the City, 
Court of New-York the powerto grant appli- 
cations for changes of the names of individuals 
was passed in the Senate and sent to the Gov- 
ernor. 

Mr. Murphy’s bill limiting the hours of daily 
labor in bakeries to 10 was reported favorably. 

The Assembly amendments to Mr. Griswold's 
Brooklyn Gas bill were concurred in on Mr. 
Griswold’s motion, He discovered, however, a 
defect in the title, which was corrected, and it 
was again passed. The Assembly must concur 
in the correction before the bill reaches the Goy- 
ernor. 

The Senate Railroad Committee will give a 
hearing to property owners next Tuesday after- 
noonat 4 o’clock on the Broadway Elevated 
Road bill. 

The Assembly resolved itself into a religious 
mood this morning after learning that even the 
New-York theatres close on Good Friday, and 
by a vote of 71 to 24 adopted the resolution of 
the Senate to adjourn over Good Friday. The 
Legislature will reassemble as usual next Mon- 
day night, 

If Superintendent of Public Works Shanahan 
will turn his atention to affairs of the canalin 
the Black River region he will discover abuses 
which demand immediate remedy, The State 
maintains a number of reservoirs in that region 
for feeding the Erie Canal in the dry season, 
Their water is intended exclusively for this pur- 
pose. The himbermen, however, are stealthily 
using it for driving logs down the river to their 
big sawmills, It is not believed that the Water 
Superintendent of that section is aware of 
the fact and of the further fact that the 
lumbermen are in collusion with dam_ ten- 
ders employed by the State. These tenders 
have lifted the gates of the reservoirs during 
certain hours of the day, and allowed enough 
water to escape to accomplish the lumbermen’s 
purpose, Of late years the canal has needed 
every gallon of water obtainable from these 
sources, In the event of a drought next Summer, 
serious consequences would be likely to follow. 
The Woodhull and North Lake reservoirs are 
said to have already lost a vast deal of water by 
this practice this year. There are numerous 
other abuses alongthe line of the Erie Canal, 
such, for instance, as the taking of water from 
the canal by manufacturers and millers, which 
the Superintendent seems to have been unable 
thus fartoremedy. He can, if he chooses, pre- 
vent this leakage from the reservoirs.

AITACKED ON THE 

SFIS 

WHAT A REPORTER DISCOVERED IN A 
NEW-JERSEY TOWN, 

The town of Milburn, N. J., was on last 
Sunday evening the scene of a ruffianly assault 
upon Lizzie Feely, a pretty little girl of 16, who 
is employed to do housework by Roger Marshall, 
an expressman and teamster, who lives at 
Spring and Taylor streets. Miss Feely’s parents 
live in Springfield, a small town about a mile 
from Milburn, and she started to go to the latter 
place in the evening and alone after spending 
the day at home. A little before 9 
o'clock, as she was on the outskirts 
of Milburn, a buggy drove rapidly 
up behind herand stopped at herside. A man 
jumped out, grabbed hold of her, and attempted 
to place her in the buggy. She screamed and 
fought with allher might, but the ruffian per- 


sisted until persistence became dangerous 
through her outcries. Then he jumped into the 
buggy, and, with his companion, drove off at 
full epeed out of the town, the rapid gait 
causing remarks from all who noticed it. The 
girl, scared nearly out of her wits, ran all the 
way home, and, finding noone inat the Mar- 
shalls, ran over to the Smiths, who live opposite, 
There she nearly fainted from fright and ex- 
haustion, and witha white face and torn cloth- 
ing bags into tears and told what had hap- 
pened. 
’ Milburn has no regular police force, but com- 
missions certain of the citizens as epecial police- 
men. Among these is Charles H,. Smith, pro- 
yrietor of the Milburn Hotel, and to him Mr. 
» Smith went immediately and notified him 
of the affair. When Mr. Marshail came home he 
was very indignant and also went to Policeman 
Smith, and thetwo menmade every effort to 
discover the assailants of the girl, but with- 
out avail, It was believed that the two men did 
not belong in Milburn, as every buggy in the 
town was known and all could be satisfactorily 
accounted for at that hour. Since Monday a 
vigilant outlook has been kept and numerous 
speutres have been made, but thus far without 
result. 

An extraordinary state of affairs developed last 
evening, however. A TIMES reporter sent to in- 
vestigate the affair discovered upon arriving at 
Milburn that Mr. Marshall had gone to New- 
York. Upon going to his residence a@ man was 
discovered lurking in the shadow of a tree near 
the house. After eyeing the reporter he went 
with him te the house, preceded him up the 
stairs, and knocked at the door. It was opened 
by a girl. 

* Are you Annie Feely %” asked the man. 

“No,” she answered; ‘“ Annie Feely doesn’t 
live here. I’m Lizzie Feely.” 

“Well, you’re the one I want to see,” said he. 

She showed the reporter into the house and 
then went out on the stoop to talk with the man. 
A few minutes later the reporter went out and 
interrupted the conversation, asking for Miss 
Feeley, the girl who was assaulted. 

“ I’m the girl,” she said, “and that is the man 
that attacked me.” 

She was crying and appeared to be frightened. 
She asked leave to go over to Mrs, Smith's for a 
moment and disappeared. The man, who is 4 
rather tough looking specimen, short, and with 
a heavy brown moustache, admitted that he was 
the assailant, but said it was only alark. As he 
was saying this another young man, who proved 
to be Joseph Marshall, son of Roger, entered the 
yard and greeted the man with ‘Hallo! what’s 
the racket to-night?” 

* Here’s a reporter,” said his companion. 

Just then the girl came back, and Marshall 
called her and the girl’s assailant into the house. 
The reporter followed. 

* What is your business?’ asked Marshall in 
surly tones. He was duly informed that an out- 
rage had been committed and 1t was desired to 
gain the particulars. 

“Well, you can’t interview her,” he said, and 
he sent Miss Feely, who was still erying, into 
another room. 30th Marshall-and the other 
young man, who refused to give his name, then 
protested that the affair was only alark, Mar- 
shall went into the room where the girl had 
gone and came back saying that the girl herself 
said it was a lark. When the reporter asked to 
hear the statement from her own lips, however, 
he angrily refused. He said she was then in his 
charge, his father being away, and she should 
not be interviewed. 

Mrs. Smith came in and was told shortly by 
young Marshall that she had better look after 
her children at home, as there was no one in the 
house. She went back withouta word. Police- 
man Smith was greatly surprised when he heard 
that the girl’s assailant was at the house, and 
that young Marshall knew who he was. He felt 
quite sure that Marshall's father knew nothing 
aboutit. Marshaliis a tall, stout young man, 
and works at 44 Murray-street, in this city.

BREAKING UP THE SYSTEM 


ANTI-OOMMISSION ROADS OOM- 
ING INTO LINE. 
ALL BUT A HALF DOZEN PROMINENT 
LINES AGREE TO STOP PAYING FOR 
SELLING TICKETS. 


The war upon the “ commission railroads” 
was yesterday prosecuted with a determination 
and vigor that soon pierced the lines of the ene- 
my and brought some of them into camp. Tho 
list of roads whose tickets have been “ turned to 
the wall” for refusing to pledge themselves 
to pay no commission to agents = or 
brokers has been wmaterially shortened 
by the surrender of some of the roads. 
With the exception of a half dozen of the promi- 
nent Western roads all have agreed to the terms 
imposed by the pool roads, and their tickets 
have been restored to sale,, The Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy, the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific, the Illinois Central, the Chicago and 
Alton, and the Burlington, Cedar Rapids and 
Northern are among the few who have not yet, 
like Davy Crockett’s coon, ‘‘ come down.” ‘Lhey 
are able to fight and are not supposed to 
be unwilling, but whether it will be to 
their interest to continue the contest or not 
has not yet been made apparent. The fact that 
they have not as yet consented to the pool pro- 


gramme signifies at most that they have not suf- 
ticiently considered the matter, Large bodies 
wove with silent and sometimes slow gravity, 
and itis quite possible that within a aay or two 
they may signify their compliance with the sug- 
gestions of the pool roads, Some few pugnacious 
officers, whose bumps of combativeness are to 
their cautiousness what a prize pumpkinisto a 
holein the ground, are “spilin’ for a tight’ 
against what they term ‘those dictatorial 
cusses.” Andif they controlled the situation, 
they would undoubtedly give the present ‘‘wum- 
ous” an interest that might become popular. 
But the destinies of these roads are in the con- 
trol of men of another kind, with whom interest 
goes adeal further than pride in determining 
their official action. Should these larger roads 
conclude to submit to the anti-commission regu- 
lations the balance will be compelled to submit 
at once, and the commission system will become 
a thing of the past. This is why the counte- 
nances of the ticket scalpers and the ticket 
agents are mournful and their souls are filled 
with anguish. 

According to Commissioner Pierson: ‘There 
is much to be said in favor of the paying of com- 
missions to agents and brokers, but all favorable 
considerations are so completely outweighed by 
abuses of the system that it has been recorded 
in prophecy for some time that it would be done 
away with. You see, whenever a new road was 
built the managers would at once endeavor to 
make as favorable an exhibit of its value as pos- 
sible. Andin order to do go they would arrange 
with all possible connecting and trunk lines for 
the sale of through tickets. This was, of course, 
legitimate and desirable for all the roads. But 
then they would go to the ticket agent and say to 
him: ‘Mr. Agent, I have madearrangements with 
your General Passenger Agent for the sale of 
our tickets in your office. Now, we are anxious, 
of course, to get as much business as possible, 
and if you will carefully remember us no matter 
whom else you forget, and keep our advertising 
matter where customers cannot fail to see it, 
and wherever they are indifferent or don’t know 
what route to take will kindly instruct them in 
the advantages of ourroute over our compet- 
itors, we will give you a dollar for every ticket 
you sell over our road.’ Of course the ticket 
agent would push the sale of their tickets in his 
own pecuniary interest. But presently it would 
leak out to.the competing line that the ma- 
chinery of sale of their tickets required greas- 
ing, and they would pay the agent $2, 
The other road would come back with 
$3, and so they would compete’ un- 
til the limit was reached. Then some 
broker would establish an office a few squares 
up the street, and, having the same commissions 
allowed him as the other, would concede a part 
of his commissions to the passenger rather than 
lose all; and then it would get to the knowledge 
of one road that the other was selling tickets at 
a reduced rate; and, not to be outdone, they 
would openly advertise a ‘cut rate,’ and so the 
war would be waged, In this indirect way the 
experienced traveler often secured his trans- 
portation at less than regular, sometimes less 
than profitable, rates. Some of the ticket agents 
whose salaries were not more than $100 a 
month made $25,000 to $30,000 a year out 
of there commissions—which, of course, was 
ultimately paid by the traveling public. Now, 
when you consider that the commissions have 
amounted to from $4,000,000 to $6,000,000 a 
year during the last 15 years, you will see that a 
perfected system would have to do away with 
such an expense. The whole amount of passen- 
ger business inthe country amounts to about 
$280,000,000 per annum, and of this about 
$190,000,000 is collected north of Virginia and 
the Ohio Valley and east of the Mississippi, 
and in this district nearly all the commis- 
sions are paid. So, you see, the system, 
besides being an expensive one, was the occa- 
sion of most of the demoralizing rate wars we 
have had, and 1t was therefore deemed desirable 
to do away withit. The saving will ultimately 
inure to the people at large, tor the roads, you 
know, get all this money they are paying in 
commissions outof the pockets of the traveling 
public, Instead of paying thes6é commissions to 
the brokers and agents the roads will reduce the 
prices of their tickets by the same amount, and 
the benefit will inure to the passenger.” 

‘Asa result of this pool,” Mr. Pierson was 
asked, ‘‘do you not expect an increase in passen- 
ger rates?” 

“On the contrary Ido not think the present 
rates will be waintained. I look for a general 
reduction of rates within a year.” 

** Will not this doing away with the commis- 
sion business ruin the occupation of the ticket 
sealper ?” 

‘*Not necessarily. You see, these men are not 
always mere sellers of tickets for the companies, 
They do a sort of pawnbroker’s business in 
tickets. So large an organization as a railroad is 
not always complete master of all its parts. 
Tickets that should be punched when collected 
are not always punched, andif they should tind 
their way through a porter, or brakeman, or 
other employe, whose salary is not a sufficient 
supporter of his moral principles, to the scalper, 
he never asks where they come from, but buys 
them, Only a short time ago it happened that a 
bunch of 50 tickets were sold to one broker. 
They never trouble themselves toinquire whether 
the tickets were honestly come by.’ 


Sr. Louis, April 7.—The officers of the St. 
Louis lines which have been boycotted by the 
trunk lines, are protesting and “kicking” ina 
vigorous manner. The Missouri Pacific officers 
have obtained an opinion from Judge Portis on 
the action of the trunk lines, in which he takes 
the ground that in refusing to sell the tickets of 
one road and agreeing to sell those of another, 
the lines violate section 3 of the inter-State 
commerce law, which provides that no road 
shall driscriminate against auother and shall of- 
fer equal facilities to all. On the strength of this 
opinion the road proposes to stand its ground for 
the present, and will give no pledge not to give 
commissions, 

The Frisco, it is stated, has submitted to the 
proposition, and therefore is having no trouble, 
but this isthe only St. Louis road which has 
submitted. The Wabash and Missouri Pacific 
people say that no difference has been observed 
as yet in the passenger tratiic. Outside of rail- 
road circles it 1s believed that the boycott would 
benefit St Louis ifit were made permanent, as 
the city would be established as a terminal 
point in that case, and would be less of a way 
station.

CHLOROFORM VERSUS ETHER. 

At the meeting of the New-York Academy of 
Medicine last evening, Dr. Arpad G. Gerster read a 
paper on “ The Comparative Danger of the Use of 
Chloroform and Ether as Anesthetics.” His own 
experience as a hospital surgeon, Dr. Gerster said, 
showed him that choloform was the more pewerful, 
and therefore the more immediately dangerous; but 
it had no secondary effects. Uther, while less 
potent and causing fewer deaths on the operating 
table, induced many evil secondary effects, especial- 
ly where the patient had kidney, lung, or heart 
troubles. In these latter cases, conseqaensy. he 
thought chloroform should be preferred. In the gen- 
eral discussion of the paper several doctors produced 
statistics to prove thatether had caused fewer deaths 
than chloroform. Dr. Gerster in summing up said 
he didn’t value the statistics adduced, because the 
ether deaths were not immediate and were sup- 
pressed, while the chloroform deaths were on the op- 
erating table.

NO LIGHT ON THE MYSTERY 


THE RAHWAY POLICE RUN- 

NING DOWN FALSE OLUES. 

ONE ARREST MADE IN BROOKLYN, 
WITH LITTLE REASON TO REGARD 
IT AS OF ANY IMPORTANCE. 


The truth about the Rahway murder mys- 
tery isas far from discovery asever. The body 
of the dead girl has not been identified beyond 
reasonable doubt, and there is not evidence suffi- 
cient to warrant an arrest for the crime. In 
consequence of the unsatisfactory results ob- 
tained by the investigation, official and other- 
wise, the inquest will again be adjourned to-day, 
and the funeral has been postponed until Mon- 
day in the hope that somebody will come for- 
ward and tell who the murdered girl was. 

The authorities are having no end of hard 
work running down false clues and investigating 
mercenary claimants of the body. Every day 
the great mistake made by Mayor Daly in offer- 
ing a reward for the identification of the re- 
mains is emphasized, and there is talk of with- 


drawing the offer and adding it to the fund for 
evidence that will jead to the detection and con- 
viction of the cowardly assassin. 

Christopher Columbus George Washington 
Banks, a harmless old colored man, who lives 
in Milton next to the Froats and Keeches, was 
drawn into the case yesterday by one of the 
sleuth hounds of the local protective body. A 
reporter asked the venerable colored man what 
he thought of the case some days ago: “I tell 
you, Sah,” was the honest mau’s reply, “it 
is a werry deep history. I wish stat bin 
down by dat mill yander wid my musket when 
de villan was heah, I’d eut him in two, Sah, sur. 
Iff ketch him [ll cut his heart out,Sab. I'd 
just like to cut his soul out, too. He’s a bad 
man.” Recently somebody picked a feather off 
George Washington’s whiskers and accused him 
of having been around a hen roost. *‘ No, Sah,” 
he said, ** you make a mistake; I’s bin asleepin’ 
on a fedder pillow wid a@ hole in it.” 

Yesterday one of the New-Jersey Vidocqs 
was nosing around Mr, Banks’s premises, when 
he discovered a basket contaiming three eggs. 
The horrible suspicion flashed across his mind 
that these threw light on the basket containing 
nine eggs found lying near the body. The officer 
practically put the ciue in his mouth and ran 
with it to the police station. Ue to a late hour, 
however, the gray-haired darky was still at 
liberty. 

Mrs. Shubert, of Lancaster, Penn., mother of 
the girl who left home March 22 to go to New- 
Jersey, visited Rahway yesterday, but failed to 
recognize the dead girl or her effects. 

Claimants are becoming as numerous as they 
were in the famous Clark case of Boston. A man 


‘from Hoboken named Wendell thought it was his 


daughter, Theresa Stohr, who left home March 
10. Three stylish young ladies from Newark 
thought they recognized the disfigured features 
as those of a Swiss teacher named Chatelaine, 
who used to live in this city. Maria Klein, 
of Brooklyn, is quite certain her sister is 
the murdered girl. Mrs. Sadie Mann, of Cam- 
den, could see a striking resemblance to her 
married sister, Venie. There was a motive for 
putting her out of the way in the fact that she 
was heir to considerable property. The Haas 
and the Van Ness families are so certain that 
they recognize the girl as the Swedes, Mary and 
Annie, respectively, that there is fearof arow 
when it comes time for the funeral. The de- 
scription of Mary’s lover does not match An- 
thony Knoll in any particular, as has been statea 
in certain quarters. 

Henry Buhmeier, of 193 Seventh-street, yester- 
day sent $25 to be added to the premium for the 
detection of the murderer. 

In the Castle Garden Labor Bureau it has been 
discovered that a Slavnamed Margaratha Norck, 
aged 23 years, arrived last November and went 
to work in Rahway for the Biair family. 

Photographer enor is at work upon a new set 
of negatives of the pictures made from the body. 
The marks made by the nyurderer’s knife and 
the bruises on the right side of the face will be 
effaced from the pictures, so that they may re- 
semble as nearly a8 possible the appearance of 
the girl in life, The authorities will have the 
bony on exhibition for identification next Sun- 

ay. 

A barber named Heinzerling rushed into the 
Eighth Sub-Precinct Station House, Brooklyn, 
yesterday beste ge and announced that he had 
the murderer of the unknown girl at Rahway in 
his shop. An officer went with Heinzerling to 
his shop and arrested his assistant, Jacob J. 
Flath. The prisoner had a frightened expression 
on his face, and talked to the police as if par- 
tially insane, Heis 32 years old, about the me- 
dium height, and heavily built. He is a German, 
but has been in America formany years. Mr. 
Heinzerling said that Flath applied to him for 
work on Tuesday last, and proved to bea very 
fair barber, After working one day Flath began 
to act very queerly, and complained that he was 
nervous and afraid to be alone, At night he 
dreamed that he saw the Rahway murder being 
committed, and that he traveled with the mur- 
derer. These tales scared Mr, Heinzerling, as he 
thought that Flath was the murderer, and that 
his guilty conscience was troubling him. So he 
had him arrested. 

Fliath was taken to Police Headquarters and 
questioned closely by Chief Campbell, The pris- 
oner said that for a year he had been working in 
George Schlajeter’s barber shop, in Elizabeth, 
WN. J., and during that time he boarded with a 
Mrs. Lappert. His trunk is atill there. He 
stopped work on March 21, but did not leave 
Elizabeth until March 26. This was the day 
after the murder in Rabway occurred. He went 
to goreey Ch ty by a train, leaving Elizabethabout 
7:30 A.M. He sat near aman who had blood 
spots on his vest and who kept his coat buttoned 
tightly around his throat. ** He couldn't keepic 
buttoned across his stomach,” said Flath, ‘* be- 
cause some of the buttons were gone. He had to 
fold his coat and keep his arms crossed over it. 
Even then it would come open, and each time I 
saw the blood stains, The man sat opposite ma, 
and I couldn’t help noticing him. He made me 
nervous, and I tried to get away, but I couldn't. 
When we got to Jersey City the man disap- 

peared, and I wrote a letter to the Chief of Po- 
ice of Rahway.” 

“Was itthe letter signed ‘A German,’ and 
saying you were the murderer and were going 
out West ?” asked Superintendent Campbell. 

“No, it was another, but you can’t find out 
what [ said.” 

From Jersey City Flath said he went to Brook- 
lyn, and toafed around town until Tuesday, when 
he went to work for Mr. Heinzerling. Every 
night he had horrible visions in which unknown 
girls and murderers were mixed up. In the mid- 
ae of Flath’s story Chief Campbell suddenly 
asked: 

**Why did you shave off your beard ?” 

Flath started back, and a look of surprise 
spread over his rather weak features. Finally 
he said: ‘* Because [ wanted to, for reasons of 
my own. Icutit of when I reached this city.” 

More than this the police could not get from 
him, butin searching him anda bundle of his 
clothes several interesting facts were discovered, 
The most important of these finds was a pair of 
cuffs marked “‘N” and deeply stained with 
blood. There was the card of an Elizabeth 
barber, also bearing blood stains. Several pawn 
tickets, which Flath said he bought from a man 
in New-York for 50 cents each, were found in 
his pocket. One was for an overcoat pawned on 
March 24. The other is for a watch pawned two 
days later. 

Flath was locked up in the Adams-street sta- 
tion house and two detectives were sent out to 
work up the case. The cuffs and a pair of 
Flath’s trousers were turned over to the chem- 
ists of the Health Board, who pronounced the 
stains those of blood. The trousers had been 
washed since the spots found upon them had 
been made. When questioned about these blood 
marks Flath said they had been produced by a 
cut on his head sustained during a fight in South 
Brooklyn. 

The detectives who investigated Flath’s story 
in Elizabeth reported that he was regarded there 
asaecrank. His last employer discharged him 
on March 21 because he could not agree with a 
boy who was working as an apprentice. Flath 
acoused this boy of trying to poison him. The 
detectives were convinced that Flath had not 
been out of Elizabeth from March 21 to March 
26. On the latter day he left for Jersey City. 
He was kept locked up last night on suspicion. 

It was learned by reporters in Elizabeth that 
Flath played cards in @ saloon there during the 
Friday eYening that the murder was committed, 
showing that he could not have been in Rahway 
or the immediate vicinity. There may be truth 
in his statement thathe wrote a letter to the 
Rahway police authorities. Last evening they 
admitted having received a letter froma Ger- 
man telling them about the suspicious man whe 
was seen on the train coming to Jersey City. 
They had not been officially notitied of the 
Brooklyn arrest up to last night. 

Among the reports that spread like wildfire 
over Rahway yesterday was one that Otto 
Heisler, a cooper, living at 215 Delancey-street, 
this city, had positively identified the body of 
the murdered girl as that of Nina Noorz, who 
had recently come by the steamer Westernland 
with her lover, Mat Kinder, from Saxony. The 
girl had two drafts, one for $1,200 and the other 
for $800, but before the boat reached the city 
Kinder had obtained possession of the larger | 
draft. Heisler was also said to have stated that 
Kinder ill treated the girl and had once beaten 
her. 

To a Times reporter Heisler said that when he 
learned about the murder at Rahway he thought 
it might possibly be that of the young woman 
Mina, so he went overtosee. The face of the 
murdered girl was much disfigurea by cuts and | 
swelling, but he was satisfied it was not that of 
Mina. ‘The hair of the corpse, however, resem- | 
bied that of Mina, He also saw the dead girl's | 
photograph but could not trace any resemblance | 
to Mina. The clothes also were different, but a 
woman, of course, might change her apparel. } 

* What did Kinder look like?’ askea the re- 
porter, 

*T do not think that the dead girl ts Mina, so | 
there is no use in giving you a description of the | 
man,” replied Heisler. On being pressed, how- 
ever, Heisler said the man had a brown mus- | 
tache, rather dark, and dark eyes. He was well | 
built and a Saxon by nationality. ‘I cannot 
say,” he added, “ that he actaally ill treated the | 
girl, butthey had a few quarrels. Kinder told 
me that they were going to buy a farm near 
Newark. He did not speak English, He had 
never been in this country before.” 

On being asked whether he knew that the girl’s 
surname was Noorz he said he didnot. He 
thought he heard that it was ‘“* Nors” or ** Nory” } 
or some name of the kind, bus it was nos

At the latter place tho 
lists of the steamers Rhaetia, Werra, and Wis- 
consin, which arrived about the middle 
of January, were inspected in vain The West- 
ernland came into port March 3 this year 
and Dec. 2, Oct. 21, Sept. 8, and July 28 last 
year, but the lists of those trips do not indicate 
that the couple mentioned came over. Heisler 
said in Rahway that the drafts were cashed in 
Greenwich-street. Every place in that thor- 
oughfare likely to be patrenised by Max and 
Mina was visited, but the search was fruitless. 
Hotel registers and banking books were exam- 
ined from March 25 back into last year without 
success, Not a person in the street cbuld be 
found who had ever heard either name. 


THEIR TURMOIL ENDED. 
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HANTY 


A WOMAN FOUND SHOT THROUGR 
THE BRAIN. 
THE STRONGEST KIND OF CIRCUMSTANs 
TIAL EVIDENCE CAUSES THE ARREST 
OF HER HUSBAND ON SUSPICION. 


A few minutes after 4 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon &@ man named William Tomson, com- 
monly known as“ Scotty,” walked into the police 
station at King’s Bridge and told Capt. Yule that 
some one had shot and killed his wife at their 
house, which {s in the rear of the lot occupied by 
the residence of Mr. Collins, of the firm of Collins 
& Farwell, contractors at the new aqueduct. 
The man was slightly Intoxicated, but told what 
seemed to beastraight story. He said that he 
had been absent from home for a short time, ana 
that when he returned he found his wife lying 
dead in the back room of their house. He waa 
allowed to depart, and was followed to his homa 
by Sergt. Hulse, whose investigation of the case 
caused him to place Tomson under arrest. 

When the Sergeant reached Tomson's home, a 
two-room shanty standing at the western end of. 
Mr. Collins’s lot on the west side of Broadway, 
about a quarter of a mile from the station, 16 
found the woman lying on the floor of the bed- 
room in the rear of the house, her head toward 


the open door leading from the front room, oc- 
cupied asa kitchen, and her feet toward the 
western wall. She had been shot in the righs 
eye, which was terribly lacerated, and powder 
stains on the cheek below showed that the pistol 
had been held close to her face. Ber right band 
was also stained with powder. Her hair was 
hanging loosely upon the floor and a bruise upon 
the back of her right wrist suggested the possl- 
bility of a struggle. 

Search for a weapon resulted in the finaing of 
a five-barreled 32-calivre Remington revolver 
lying upon a little shelf against the westeru wall 
of the bedroom, several feet from where the 
body was lying. Three of its chambers con- 
tained perfect cartridges, the fourth chamber 
was einpty, and the fifth beld an empty shell. 

It seemed clear that it was not a case of sut- 
cide, but tne officer’s determination to arrest 
Tomson was settled by the evidence of Harry 
Collins, a son of the contractor. The lad, who 
is osy 9 years old, but intelligent and cool, said 
that during the afternoon he was playing in the 
yard when he saw Tomson standing iuside his 
door with a pistolin hishand. The lad felt curt- 
ous and walked a little nearer to the man, who 
called to him, saying that he wanted to talk to 
him. Something in the man’s appearance, how- 
ever, made the boy distrustful and he ran back 
toward his own house, which 1s near the front 
of the lot. He watched Tomson and saw him 
enter his shanty. In a few moments he heard a 
shot tired there and a afterward Tomson 
emerged from his place and walked away. 

About 9 o’clock last evening Dr. &Scholer, Cor- 
oner Eijdman’s deputy, visited the shanty and 
began an investigation. He examined the 
woman and the prémises and gave it as his opin- 
ion that the case was one of murder, the sincide 
theory being untenable in view of the facts 
which have already been narrated. She could 
not have inflicted such a wound and then have 
placed the pistol on the shelf. A post-mortem 
examination of the body was had and the in- 
vestigation was postponed until to-day, when 
the evidence of witnesses will be taken. 

From neighbors it was learned that Tomsonis 
an Englishman, about 40 years of age, and an 
engineer Dy occupation, having been employed 
by Collins & Farwellin Shaft No. 20, of the new 
aqueduct. He lost his job about two weeks ago, 
and since that time has been drinking to excess, 
Glasses which had contained beer stood on the 
kitchen table when the Sergeant entered the 
premises. Mrs. Tomson, who was 22 years of 
age, was the daughter of Jack Sparrow. an Eng- 
lish laboring man who has livedjat King’s Bridge 
for over 30 years. She married Tomson last 
May. The.father ofthe girl lived with them, and 
he says that they never had any serious quarreis. 
He stated, however, that he had taken dinner 
with his daughter and son-in-law at noon yegter- 
day, at which time the woman’s hair was neatly 
done up. Its disheveled condition when the 
corpse was discovered, and the bruise on her 
right wrist, which he knew was not there at 
noon, inclined the father to believe that his 
daughter had made a stout, though brief and in- 
effectual struggle with her murderer. Concern- 
ing that murderer’s identity he had nothing to 
gay. 

The cireumstantial evidence seems to show 
that the woman had been suddenly confronted 
by her armed assailant; that she clutched his 
hand which contained the weapon: that he 
struck heron the wrist in an attempt to shake 
her off, and, forcing the weapon toward her 
head, discharged itat her while her hand still 
grasped his. The weapon found in the house 
was identitied by a young man named Mart Mor- 
rison as belonging to Tomson. 

The husband was informed ofthe circumstan- 
tialevidence which had been gathered against 
him. He made no comment upon it, simply star 
ing that he was innocent,

TRENTON, N. J., April 7.—The Legislature 
adjourned sine die at noon to-day. With its dis- 
solution there went out of existence the worst 
Legislature New-Jersey has ever had. The tur- 
moi! characterizing almost every session of the 
House from its organization was continuea up 
to the last moment. During the last two hours 
the transaction of business was well nigh im- 
possible. McLaughlin, of Hudson, was mainly 


rising to make motions or speak to bills were 


interrupted by him constantly, and by way of 
response to the Speaker, who tried to pound him 
to order with his gavel, he rang a bell. The ring- 
ing of the bell and bis exclamations and ejacula- 
tions annoyed the members who were*interested 
in pending measures, but delighted the specta- 
tora.in the gallery. Theconduct of the House, 
or rather certain of its members, during all the 
session has filled the breast of every man who 
respects the good name of the State with a deep 
sense of shame and humiliation. They per- 
petrated crimes against free government and 
offenses against decorum, and in the political 
history of the State will forever be marked as a 
disgraced body. 

As to the legislation of the session. nothing of 
much consequence was wanted by the people of 
the State, and nothing of much consequence has 
been passed. It is fortunate that oneis able to 
say that the general character of the enactments 
has not been mischievous. Perhaps the more 
Speen statement that, on the whole, they have 

een salutary is just. Considerable legislation 
of second-rate importance has been effected, a 
number of wise appropriations made, and a 
large number of most mischievous bills defeat- 
ed. The people of New-Jersey may congratu- 
late themselves that a body so preguant with 
the elements of mischief was able to accomplish 
8o little in that direction. For this immunity 
they are chiefly under obligation to the Senate. 

The Senate, just before the adjournment, went 
into executive session and rejected the nomina- 
tion of Hugh Dugan as Lay Judge of Hudson 
County. This nomination was made by the 
Governor last night, after the rejection of Simon 
Kelly for the same berth. The Governor then 
sent in the name of Elijah T. Paxton, and he, 
being acceptable, was contirmed. The Senate 
algo rejected the nomination of Charles Haight to 
be Prosecutor of the Pleas for Monmouth Coun- 
ty. The Governor will, no doubt, appoint him 
for a year to fill the vacancy. 

The Democratic members of the House this 
afternoon inthe Assembly Chamber presented a 
gold wateh to Hudspeth, of Hudson, their leader. 
McDermitt, of Essex, made the presentation 
speech. He referred to Hudspeth as “our 
Speaker,” whereupon the gathering broke into 
cheers, supplemented with a tiger. 

Gov. Green to-day appointed J. Kearney Rice 
as Prosecutor of the Pleas in Middlesex County, 
and Henry F. Goeken as Judge of the District 
Court in Newark. Their nominations had been 
rejected by the Senate, and they hold office for 
@ year.

THE HADDOCK MURDER TRIAL. 

S1oux Crry, Iowa, April 7.—John Fitzsim- 
mons, who testified for the State last week that the 
man he saw shoot Haddock ran in the direction 
of the bridge, again appeared on the stand this 
morning and swore for the defense that he was 
mistaken concerning that point. He now thinks 
the man who did the shooting ran in a northerly 


direction. He did not believe the assassin was 
John Arensdorf. W. 0, Morrill, a business man, 
testified that Bismarck’s reputation was bad. 

Harry Sherwin, another of the defendants, 
took the stand. He recollected the evening of 
Aug. 3 perfectly; saw Leavitt going into a dry 
goods store with a light suit of clothes on. “I 
was at the English Kitchen saloon, of which I 
was proprietor, at the timeof the killing,” he 
said. I heard of the killing of Haddock at about 
10:30. Iheard of itat my place of business. 
Arensdorf was at the Kitchen at about the time 
I heard of the killing of Haddock, He had been 
there about seven or eight minutes; I couldn’t 
say exactly how long. He worea dark suit of 
clothes. I went down Fourth-street with John 
Arensdorf. I left Arensdorf about 11 o’eclock 
and he went West. I know of no conspiracy to 
injure Haddock. I was not at any meeting of 
saloon keepers where anything was said about 
whipping or injuring Haddock or any other per- 
son. I cannot state who were the officers of the 
Saloon Keepers’ Association, and canuot say 
who presided.” 

John Arensdorf testified to his movements on 
the night of the murder, and denied al! knowl- 
eige of the shooting until several minutes after 
Mr. Haddock had been killed. He swore that he 
did not pay Bismarek to leave town, and that he 
did not offer Mrs. Bismarck any inducement, in 
money or otherwise, to take her husband and

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, slightly warmer, fair 
weather, variable winds, shifting to southerly. 


The chief purpose of the present inquiry 
af the Commissioners of Accounts into the 
work of the Park Department is to deter- 
mine whether Mr. CRrIwMINS is a fit person 
to hold the office of Park Commissioner. 
When the charges were presenied upon 
which this investigation was based Mr. 
Crmoooms placed his resignation in the 
hands of the Mayor. Itis understood that 
the Mayor will determine the question of 
Mr. Cromirs’s continuance in office by the 
result of the investigation. We should say 
that a perusal of the testimony of Con- 
tractor SLATTERY would enable the Mayor 
to reach a very prompt conclusion upon 
that point. Mr. Siatrery testified that in 
the Summer of 1885 Commissioner CRIMMINS 
dumped about 1,000 yards of filling mate- 
rial in the pool near the Park reservoir. 
The privilege of dumping in this pool was 
worth 20 cents a yard, and Mr. SLATTERY 
would have paid that, but Commissioner 
Crmmms monopolized the privilege and 
paid nothing to the city. That is to say, 
holding a public office which gave him con- 
trol over the parks, Mr. CrmowMIns used for 
his private benefit without payment to the 
city the privilege which no one else could 
have used, or should have used, without 
contributing to the city’s revenues. He was 
guilty of taking public property for private 
uses—an offense which seems to make un- 
mecessary any further discussion of his fit- 
mess to occupy his present office or any 
other. 


Ninety-three members out of the 108 of 
the Rhode Island Legislature were chosen 
on Wednesday, of whom the Democrats 


chose 47 and the Republicans 46. The 
chances are that of the members still to be 
chosen the Republicans will secure enough 
for a slight majority on joint ballot, though 
the Honse will be Democratic. Considering 
that in the last Legislature the Republicans 
had 2 majority of 23 in the Senate and 57 
in the Houses, or, on joint ballot, a majority 
of 80, or nearly 7 to 1, the completeness of 
the revolution against the Brayton machine 
is seen to be simply amazing. 


The large vote for the prohibition amend- 
ment in Michigan is attributed to the elec- 
tioneering of women in its behalf. Al- 
though they could not vote themselves they 
‘were active at the polls and exerted their 
§nfluence with telling effect upon the vote. 
This is likely to bring woman suffrage into 
still higher favor with Prohibitionists, but 
though it may indicate that if women voted 
they might in some States get prohibition 
{nto the Constitution and the laws, it gives 
no promise that they would succeed in en- 
forcing it or doing anything but mischief to 
the cause of temperance with it. Feeling, 
however worthy, is not, after all, a very 
good basis for the right of suffrage. The 
promise and potency at least of reason and 
good judgment is better. 

Assemblyman WILLIAM P. Muury, of the 
Thirteenth District of this city, was so in- 
censed at the refusal of the Assembly to 
pass his bill repealing the Cantor act of 
last year, in the interest of the cable rail- 
road scheme, that he threatened to resign his 
seat. It is the best possible thing he could 
do. Many respectable people, including a 
large number of Republicans, voted for Mr. 

MuLry last Fall as a means of defeating 
Mr. Freperick 8. Gress, whose record had 
been made and was known to be bad. They 
did so in the hope that he would turn out to 
be an honest representative of the people. 
He has turned out to be the mere tool of the 
eable railroad ring, working for its inter- 
ests with zeal at every possible opportunity, 
and doing very little else. Nothing could 
be more acceptable to his constituents, a 
majority of whom are Republicans, and 
most of whom have been deceived in him, 
than his resignation. 


The courage, independence, and ability 
with which the Providence Journal has car- 
ried on its fight against the degradation of 
the Republican Party in Rhode Jsland and 
for the re-establishment of a decent respect 
for a common honesty as a qualification for 
‘pffice deserve commendation. The Journal 


belongs to that increasing class of news- 
papers which have self-respect enough and 
firmness enough to oppose before the people 
candidates whom they have opposed before 
the nominating conventions. The way of 
hide-bound partisanship is to denounce a 
candidate for the nomination as an infamous 
trickster and corruptionist, and when his 
name is on the ticket to declare that the 
party is proud of its standard bearer and to 
work with unflagging zeal and enthusiasm 
for his election. The doctrine of the inde- 
pendent voter was well formulated by the 
Journal yesterday morning in its comments 
on the defeat of the Republican ticket: 

“The management and leadership of the party 
has not for some time represented the best 
citizenship within it, but by familiar means it 
has retained its authority and dictated the action 
of the organization. It had arrived at a point 
when it could not be sustained without a worse 
injury than a party defeat.” 

When “ reform within the party” has be- 
come a mere hypocritical pretense, or a 
clear impossibility, purification by defeat is 
the only saving process. 


A bill was yesterday introduced into the 
Legislature empowering the Excise Board 
of Brooklyn to issue licenses to saloons in 
which concerts are given. Three places 
were mentioned, which are alleged to be re- 
spectable, in which concerts are given that 
cannot be licensed under the law as it 
stands. This seems, and is, a hardship. 
Many years ago Mr. THEODORE THOMAS 
gave a series of concerts at the 
Central Park Garden that were as mun- 
objectionable as they were attractive, 
although beer and wine were sold without 
restriction. These concerts would have been 
impossible under the present law. A season 
or two ago Mr. NEUENDORFF attempted to 
revive these concerts, but was stopped by 
the law prohibiting ‘concert saloons.” No 
exception should be made in Brooklyn or in 
any other city to the statute, but the statute 
should be amended. It was drawn with 
the excellent intention of suppressing 
“ dives,” but it was drawn unskillfully. A 
beer garden may be a “dive” or it may 
be a perfectly unobjectionable place of 
entertainment. What makes it objection- 
able is not, as the statute assumes, the per- 
fectly innocent conjunction of beer and 
music. This has nothing to do with the 
case. A disreputable * concert saloon” or 
concert garden is one in which women are 
employed as attendants or which women are 
allowed to visit without male escorts. If 
all such places were classed as disorderly a 
proper distinction would be drawn instead 
of the meaningless distinction drawn by the 
present law. 

M. CHARLES DE LESSEPS and our Consul- 
General at Panama do not seem to agree 
about the supply of labor on the isthmus. 
M. DE LEssEPs, who has recently visited 
Panama, tells a reporter in Chicago that the 
canal company would employ thousands of 
men in addition to its present force if it 
could obtain them. But on Feb. 24 Con- 
sul-General ADAMSON wrote that there was 
an army of unemployed men in and about 
Panama, and warned American laborers to 
stay away. They also disagree as to the 
sanitary condition of the workmen. M. DE 
LESSEPS reports that the men were in ex- 
cellent health and that the hospitals were 
almost empty. Consul-General ADAMSON 
declares that the hospital accommodations 
are insufficient. 


A MIXED PROSPECT. 

That there is likely to be a good deal of 
voting next year not on the lines of old 
party divisions is a foregone conclusion. 
Probably the greater number of active poli- 
ticians are busy now studying the problem 
of what direction this independent voting 
may take and how farit may be guided. That 
problem is not easy, for in the elections that 
have taken place, though the existence of 
a most remarkable degree of independence 
has been amply proved, it has been called 
out by a great variety of causes, not all of 
which are likely to enterinto the national 
campaign, while on the other hand, as to 
causes which probably will operate next 
year, independence is just as certain and is 
just as incalculable. Not only have the 
voters shown a readiness to disregard party 
lines, but the issues on which those lines 
were drawn, even s0 late as the last Presi- 
dential election, have materially changed. 
If it was true, as was pointed out in a letter 
of Gen. GRANT recently published, that be- 
fore that election there was no distinct dif- 
ference between the two great parties, it is 
far more true now. We have had two years 
of a Democratic administration of the Presi- 
dency, and a Democratic majority in the 
House of Representatives with a Republican 
majority in the Senate. Such conditions 
ought, judging by the past, to have empha- 
sized the distinction between the parties by 
the policy each has followed where it has 
been in the ascendant; but this has not been 
the case. The history of these two years 
has rather produced three general lines of 
policy—that of the House, that of the Presi- 
dent, and that of the Senate—and the two 
former differ quite as much from each other 
as either does from the third. 

Judging from the indications thus af- 
forded, the Democratic Party is in greater 
confusion than the Republican Party. It 
presents two widely differing policies, each 
with authority that may be supposed to 
bind the party, and neither of which can be 
put forward as binding the party without 
creating active antagonism. The policy of 
Mr. CLEVELAND as it now stands embodies 
first a cordial approval of the civil service 
law of 1883, with a determination to main- 
tain and execute it, and to provide the 
means for doing so and for extending it. 
The policy of the Democratic majority in 
the House is substantially the opposite of 
this. Propositions to repeal the law have 
been repeatedly made, and though they 
have not paased the House, the Democrats 
who defeated them have lost their nomina- 
tions and their places in the party council. 
On the other hand the urgent recommenda- 
tions of the President to increase the salaries 
of the Civil Service Commissioners and give 

them greater facilities for their work have 
been contemptuously ignored, while a plot of 
Mr. Ho_tMaAN and Mr. RANDALL to cripple the 
commission in the appropriation bills came 
very near succeeding. Apart from these 
formal tests, every one knows that the 
spirit of the House was one of direct hos- 
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tility to the reform law, and that of the 
groater number of Democratic Senators was 
the same.. To organize the party for next 
year so as to secure the hearty co-operation 
of those in sympathy with each of these two 
lines of feeling and action is difficult to the 
verge of impossibility. As to finance and 
taxation, the differences between the Pres- 
ident and his party in Congress are equally 
marked, but in these matters the party in 
Congress is also sharply divided. 

These differences will first be felt in the 
contest over the nomination. Already the 
New-York Sun has flung to the breeze the 
banner of revolt against the President and 
his policy, and declared that the Democratic 
Party cannot win with him for its candi- 
date. The influence of the Sun is small 
and decreasing, and its advocacy or opposi- 
tion is in itself of slight importance, but in 
this matter it plainly represents the feeling, 
if not the policy, of a considerable number 
of active Democrats, and, that being the 
case, its constant attacks upon the Presi- 
dent may have a certain effect. But if 
they should have the effect desired, and 
prevent the renomination of Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND, the situation for the Democracy is no 
clearer than it was before. If heis not re- 
nominated, it will be not because a majority 
of his party do not sustain him and wish 
him to have a second term, but from fear 
that the minority that would not vote 
for him if nominated may be strong enough 
to defeat him. Butif this minority be con- 
sulted, aman will be nominated who will 
lose the votes of another set of Democrats 
who also are quite strong enough to defeat 
any candidate to whom they are opposed. 
Whether Mr. CLEVELAND can be renomi- 
nated or not, we do not now say, but it is 
entirely plain that all the signs of in- 
dependence lately manifested in the Demo- 
cratic ranks make it as certain as anything 
can be that no other Democrat can be 
elected. 

With the Republicans the situation is not 
so clearly defined, and the future does not 
bristle with so many sharp difficulties, but 
the prospect is equally doubtful, because 
the party isin the minority and has given 
absolutely no signs of positive capacity to 
regain what it haslost. At the present mo- 
ment the two men who are in the public 
eye as candidates for the Republican nom- 
ination are in themselves and in the tend- 
encies and purposes they represent almost 
equally impossible. If Mr. BLAINE is to be 
nominated, it will be because the opposition 
to him cannot be concentrated on any other 
candidate, but many of his most zealous 
former friends concede that his election 
would be hopeless. Mr. SHERMAN, toward 
whom many of those that are abandoning 
Mr. BLAINE are just now drifting, has given 
very pronounced indications of his attach- 
ment to a policy that will repel a very large 
portion of the Republican Party and will 
attract no substantial reinforcement from 
‘the Democrats. As for that large body of 
voters who now distinctly reject any party 
allegiance, there is no reason to suppose that 
they would tolerate the extreme and dan- 
gerous views of which the Ohio Senator is 
making himself the champion and repre- 
sentative. When we add to the complex- 
ities we have briefly alluded to those sure 
to arise from the labor movement in politics 
and from the prohibition movement, it is 
easy to see that the task before the political 
managers is not a simple one. 
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A QUESTION OF CONSTRUCTION. 

The Inter-State Commerce Commission 
seems to us to have gone quite beyond the 
limit of discretion laid down in the law in 
granting the application of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association for a 
temporary suspension of the operation of 
the fourth section of the Inter-State Com- 
merce actso far as it affects the lines in 
that association. The fourth section is 
general in its terms, and prohibits any com- 
mon carrier subject to the provisions of the 
act from charging or receiving ‘‘ any greater 
compensation in the aggregate for the trans- 
portation of passengers or of like kinds of 
property, under substantially similar cir- 
cumstances and conditions, for a shorter 
than for a longer distance over the same 
line, in the same direction, the shorter be- 
ing included within the longer distance,” 
but it empowers the commission ‘‘in special 
cases, after investigation,” to authorize 
such carrier to charge less for a longer than 
for a shorter distance, and to prescribe from 
time to time “the extent to which such 
designated common carrier may be relieved 
from the operation of this section of this 
act.” 

The order of the commission granting the 
application of the Southern Association and 
suspending temporarily this fourth section 
enumerates no less than twenty-seven ‘‘com- 
panies, lines, and systems” included in that 
combination. It designates sixteen princi- 
pal Northern points from Boston to St. 
Louis, “ points northerly therefrom,” and 
forty-nine Southern points from the At- 
lantic coast to the Mississippi River, and 
‘points southerly therefrom,” to and from 
each other of which charges may be lower 
than to and from the same points from and 
to points intermediate between them. Now, 
this certainly cannot constitute a special 
case within the meaning of the act, nor can 
all these ‘‘ companies, lines, and systems” 
be regarded as a ‘“‘designated common car- 
rier’ which the commission can by a single 
order relieve to the full extent of their 
operations from the effect of this fourth sec- 
tion. The commission declares in its order 
that, “afterinvestigation of the said petition 
and the facts presented in support thereof,” 
** she said common carriers are hereby tem- 
porarily relieved from the operation of the 
fourth section of said act to the extent 
specified in the recitals of this order.” That 
is, they are relieved entirely from its op- 
eration, and temporarily means “ until the 
commission can make a complete examina- 


tion of the matters alleged in said petition 
as reasons for relieving said common ¢car- 
riers from the operation of said section of 
said act.” Now, there hardly be a 
doubt that it is this complete examination 
of the reasons for affording relief that is 
meant in the law by the investigation after 
which the relief is to be granted, and that 
the so-called investigation of the petition 
and of the facts presented in support there- 
of, which consisted merely in hearing the 
i representations of the petitioners in a very 
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never to have been in the law. 
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general way, wasnot an investigation at all 
within the meaning of the law. 

The commission has certainly begun with 
a very liberal construction of 1ts own pow- 
ers in regard to the suspension of the opera- 
tion of the fourth section of the law, and 
while we do not undertake to say that the 
circumstances of the case may not have 
justified this stretch of authority, it may be 
that as a precedent it will cause the com- 
mission some trouble in the future, and it is 
pretty certain that it would not stand the 
test of judicial decision if it were to be con- 
tested. In so far as the schedules of these 
Southern railroads are already consistent 
with the meaning and intent of the fourth 
section, their maintenance will of: course 
involve no violation thereof and no pen- 
alty, and the suspension is a barren exer- 
cise of authority. In so far as they are not 
consistent therewith, it is very doubtful 
whether the relieving order of the commis- 
sion is of any legal effect whatever, unless 
it may possibly be held to relieve the rail- 
roads from the penalties provided for the 
violation of the prohibition so long as they 
are acting under the authority assumed by 
the commission. 

The really important point is the con- 
struction to be finally given to the words 
“under substantially similar circumstances 
and conditions.” We have always regarded 
these words as being, in the language of 
Senator CULLOM, “full of meaning,” and as 
giving all necessary elasticity to this fourth 
section of the law. We do not consider, for 
instance, that the through traffic and the 
local traffic of these Southern lines or of 
any great through lines and the different 
roads that constitute them are carried on 
under circumstances and conditions that 
are substantially similar. 
no 


Therefore we see 
imperative necessity for conforming 
through and local rates to each other so far 
as the requirements of the law are con- 
cerned. Wherever there are substantial 
business reasons which really justify the 
charging of lower rates for longer than 
for shorter distances it is because 
the circumstances and conditions under 
which the traffic must be conducted are not 
similar, for it isin a substantial difference 
in those conditions that a justification of 
the discrimination is alone to be found. 
The prohibition applies, therefore, only 
when there are no justifying reasons to be 
found in a dissimilarity of the circum- 
stances and conditions of the traffic for 
charging more for a shorter than for a 
longer distance. We believe that the cases 
in which this discrimination 1s made with- 
out reasons justified by the conditions to 
which traffic is subjected are comparative- 
ly few, but where they exist they work in- 
justice. It is at such instances that the 
prohibition of the fourth section is aimed, 
andit is merely one of the provisions of 
the law intended to put an end to “ unjust 
discriminations.” 

Unless this construction is to be given to 
the section it is unworkable and ought 
Whether or 
notit is to work embarrassment and injury, 
and thereby damage the operation of the 
whole Inter-State Commerce act and en- 
courage its enemies, will depend upon the 
construction to be ultimately given to it. 
The commission will doubtless find ‘after 
investigation” that it is not only expedient 
but absolutely necessary to give it this lib- 
eral interpretation, and we have no doubt 
they will be sustained in so doing. 


THE POUGHKEEPSIE BRIDGE. 

The Hon. Joun I. Puatr evidently be- 
lieves that the first duty of an Assembly- 
man is to his own pocketbook. Mr. PLatr 
is amember of Assembly from Poughkeep- 
sie. Heis also the owner of a considerable 
amount of the securities of the Poughkeep- 
sie Bridge Company, which is now engaged 
in obstructing the navigation of the Hud- 
son River at that point. In his own news- 
paper, the Poughkeepsie Zagle, in such 
other newspapers as will print his observa- 
tions upon the bridge project,in private and 
unofficial conversation, and in the commit- 
tee rooms and on the floor of the Assembly, 
Mr. PuatTT is doing all that he can to pro- 
tect the bridge company from legislative 
interference and to give increased value to 
the securities which he holds. 

The charter under which the Poughkeep- 
sie Bridge Company is at work isanold 
one and the limit fixed for the completion 
of the structure is the end of the present 
year. A bill has been introduced at Albany 
to extend the time for the completion of the 
bridge, and another bill forbidding the erec- 
tion of piers in the Hudson is also before 
the Legislature. The former bill has the 
active support of Mr. Pratt, and he an- 
nounces his intention to vote for it at every 
stage of its progress; the latter, known as 
the Devereux bill, must pass, if at all, 
against Mr. Puatr’s earnest protest and 
opposition. It will thus be seen that the 
Poughkeepsie Assemblyman holds public 
office to be, not a public trust, as it has been 
called by a statesman whom Mr. PLaTr 
cordially dislikes, but an opportunity for 
private enrichment. It is perhaps to Mr. 
PLAT?’s credit that he is not ashamed of the 
réle he plays. 

The proposed bridge will have two piers 
in the stream 500 feet apart. Its projectors 
declare that these piers will form no ob- 
struction to the navigation of the river. 
Boatmen think otherwise, particularly 
those who are engaged in the business of 
towing canalboats. It may be conceded 
that the opinion of the boatmen is of some 
value, and to an unprejudiced mind it would 
appear impossible to erect two piers in the 
Hudson at Poughkeepsie only 500 feet 
apart without making the navigation of 
the stream measurably more difficult and 
dangerous. The Chamber 
yesterday approved a 
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protesting against the

the placing of piers in the bed of the river, 
and voted to petition the 
Legislature not to allow the Poughkeepsie

coolly proposes to treat according to its 
own will and convenience is of the greatest 
importance as a line of commercial com- 
munication between this city and 
the interior of the country. Millions 
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of dollars have been spent in 
canal construction to make it available 
for this purpose, and the citizens of 
New-York, and the Legislature would 
equally be guilty of gross neglect should 
they permit it to be obstructed by a private 
corporation. Mr. Piatt, atleast, is frank 
in his prediction concerning the effect of 
the bridge upon the traffic of the river. The 
chief danger to the big tows of canalboats 
is, in his opinion, in the harbor of New- 
York, where large quantities of freight 
intended for New-England are now trans- 
ferred upon “unwieldy scows.” ‘“ The 
Poughkeepsie Bridge,” says he, “ would put 
a stop to most of this transfer business in 
the crowded harbor of New-York, where it 
is the chief nuisance of navigation. ‘The 
cars that are to go to New-England will 
cross the bridge without delay, and the great 
scows will disappear.” 

New-York has no need to oppose the con- 
struction of this bridge through fear that it 
will canse a diversion’ of traffic and a 
loss of business. The merchants and 
shipping men of New-York will. still 
have abundant business opportunitics 
when this bridge and many others 
like it shall have been completed. It 
is not tobe expected, or desired, that the 
Hudson between this city and Albany shall 
forever remain unspanned by bridges, but 
it is to be desired and to be insisted upon 
that these bridges, whether at Storm King 
or at Poughkeepsie, shall not obstruct the 
stream. Ifthe Poughkeepsie Bridge Com- 
pany is able and willing to erect a bridge 
which shall have no piers in the stream the 
city of New-York, we are confident, will 
make no serious objection. Until it presents 
plans for such a bridge itis the duty of the 
Legislature to put a stop to its work. 


AN EXAMPLE OF REFORM. 

Some very important work in the field of 
administrative reform at Washington has 
been done without a blowing of trumpets, 
Our Washington correspondent’s dispatches 
concerning the Record and Pension Division 
of the Surgeon-General’s office show very 
plainly and forcibly what has been accom- 
plished there in three months by the use of 
business methods. 

Under Dr. PorPs this division, to which 
the Pension Bureau must apply for the mil- 
itary and medical history of applicants, had 
fallen to the condition of an infirmary ora 
hospital. In December last, when Dr. 
Pore was relieved, it was nearly 10,000 
cases in arrears. Under the administra- 
tion of Dr. F. C. AINSwoRTH, at the end 
of three months there were only 419 cases 
on hand. Under his predecessor theaverage 
time for the preparation of a response to an 
inquiry from the Pension Bureau was 63 
days. In three months it had been reduced 
to4 days. But Dr. Pop had reported to 
Secretary ENpicott that “there was no 
necessity for improvement or change” in 
his division. 

The deplorable condition of the division 
when Dr. AINSWORTH took charge of it was 
due in great measure to the fact that scores 
of worthless clerks were employed. Some of 
these were physically or mentally disabled, 
and others were drunkards. It is almost 
incredible that any department could be so 
handicapped, but the record is set forth in 
detail in our dispatches. The accumulation 
of so much worthless material was one of 
the results of the long and uninterrupted 
domination of one party and a disregard 
for the sound business principles upon 
which the civil service reform movement is 
based. The record made in soshort a time 
by Dr. AINSWORTH shows, not only that 
there was great need of improvement in the 
division, but also that the work of reform 
was intrusted to the right man. 


THE TELEPHONE RATE BILL. 

The adventures of the Telephone Rate bill 
since it was passed by the Senate have 
caused its friends to regard its course in the 
Assembly with more than ordinary solici- 
tude. Itdid not appear in the Assembly 
until seven days after the date of its passage 
in the Senate. The road from one branch 
of the Legislature to the other is less than 
200 feet long, and as to the naked eye it 
does not seem to be choked by barricades, or 
made impassable by snares and pitfalls, a 
bill ought to make in ita better rate of prog- 
ress than thirty feeta day. In the Senate 
it was considered and reported by the Cities 
Committee. After its long and tedious 
journey, in the natural course of legislative 
procedure it would have been sent to the 
Cities Committee of the Assembly, but 
Chairman McCARTHY, apparently without 
a pang, saw it referred to Mr. ERWIN’s 
Committee on Ways and Means. The 
Brooklyn Gas bill was imprisoned in the 
Cities Committee for five weeks. Will the 
Telephone bill suffer similar confinement in 
the Ways and Means ? 

This is a bill that should become a law 
without unnecessary delay. It cannot be 
opposed by arguments that deserve any 
weight. Telephone rates in this city and in 
other parts of the State are now maintained 
at very high figures in order that large 
dividends may be paid on watered stock. 
The Bell Company, of Boston, not content 
with a rent of $14 or $15 a year for the use 
of instruments whose entire cost is only 
$3 42, has undertaken to exact from all 
local companies great blocks of stock as pay 
for the privilege of doing business on these 
oppressive terms. To meet its demands local 
companies have been compelled to water 
their stock and raise their rates. 

We have from time -to time pointed out 
the effect of the Bell Company’s exactions 
and described its methods. Two examples 
may be cited now to show what an exchange 
can do with an honest capital and what the 
Bell Company’s methods are. With an 
actual capital of only $250,000 the Provi- 
local company has served 
factorily 2,007 subscribers and earned 20 
per cent. dividends, although its house rate

has been only $2 50 amonth. 
exchange owned by the Bell Company, the 
cost of which was only $129,550, was capi- 
talized at the enormous sum of $3,895,300 
by and the 
house rate is $6 instead of $2 50. A ma- 
jority of the stock of the company in this 
city is owned by the Bell Company, and for 
that reason the Bell Company has taxed 
subscribers “all the traffic will bear.” Con- 
trolling the company, it pays itself $15 a 


the stock-watering process, 


year for the use of the instruments, and 
also takes large dividends on the shares of 
stock which have come into its possession. 

The local telephone business everywhere, 
which wasin large measure developed by 
local capital and local enterprise, is rapidly 
passing into the hands of the Boston monop- 
oly because the local companies cannot 
afford to withhold from it the stock which 
it demands. Its methods are those of the 
highwayman, and nothing but legislation 
can restrain it. Even the Providence com- 
pany, of which we have spoken, has recently 
been forced to stand and deliver, and un- 
doubtedly its business will soon cease to be 
an example of what can be done with an 
honest capital and reasonable rates. 

The bill now pending at Albany is one in 
which the people of this State are deeply 
interested, and the action of the Ways and 
Means Committee and the Assembly with 
regard to it will be subjected to the closest 
scrutiny. It is reported that a large sum of 
money is available for use to compass its de- 
feat. The Bell Company’s recent operations 
in Rochester and elsewhere have enlight- 
ened telephone subscribers concerning their 
interests and the manner in which these 
interests are threatened. These subscribers 
should see to it that their representatives 
do not misrepresent them. 
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The first gun of the new fishing season is 
credited to the cruiser Vigilant, which is 
said to have fired a blank shot at a Yankee 
vessel found within the three-mile limit, 
off Beaver Harbor. The coast between 
Beaver and Country Harbors is apt to be 
visited freely by American mackerel men, 
with their seines and boats, and is accord- 
ingly narrowly watched by the cruisers. If 
our memory serves us, this Vigilant is none 
other than the confiscated American vessel, 
Northern Light, which achieved unenviable 
notoriety last season as the only Yankee 
fishing craft seized during the year for 
committing the real treaty offense, that of 
fishing within the three-mile limit. If this 
supposition is correct, the Vigilant may be 
said to have entered on her new duties with 
all the proverbial promptness and zeal of 
the recent convert, But she seems also to 
have carried over into the Canadian serv- 
ice some of her old bad luck, since it is said 
that her prey escaped her and got safely be- 
yond the three-mile limit in spite of the 
blank shot. The incident, however, is of 
value as showing that the fishery troubles 
of 1887 have begun. 


Alumni of Yale will be gratified to learn 
that the university is to have a new library 
building, the gift of the Hon. 8.

AMUSEMENTS. 


NEW-YORK PHILHARMONIC. 

The programme of yesterday afternoon’s 
public rehearsal, which prefaced the sixth and 
last concert to be given this season by the Phil- 
harmonic Society, embraced two symphonies 
and Weber’s “ Concertstueck,” for piano and 
orchestra, with Fraulein Adele Aus der Ohe as 
the soloist of the occasion. The symphony first 
Played was a new work by Alberto Fran- 
chetti, a composer hitherto unknown to fame, 
and the entertainment was brought to a 
close with Beethoven’s A major symphony, 
No. 7. The opening movement of the new 
symphony produced a most agreeable impres- 
sion, and awakened all sorts of cheerful antici- 
pations, which were fulfilled, to some extent, by 
the next movement, alarghetto. The initial di- 
Vision, set down on the manuscript as an allegro 


agitato, though somewhat restless and fourmenté 
in character, is bright, melodious, and strongly 
Mendelssohnian in ifs material and instrumental 
treatment. 
grateful and effective, and abounds in graceful 
themes, suave harmonies, and rich and deep 
tone color. After the larghetto, however, comes 
a sharp falling off, the intermezzo being notice- 
able only through some pretty but conventional 
bits of dialogue between the wood wind and the 
strings, and the final division lacking totally 
the clearness of design and of scoring distin- 
guishing the first movement and, in a lesser 
degree, perhaps, the second. The performance 
of Signor Franchetti’s work was creditable, but 
not exactly brilliant, and it is not impossible 
that to-morrow evening’s rendering may cast a 
rosier light upon the final allegro vivace, 
which was not dealt with yesterday in a very 
lively or vigorous manner. After the symphony 
Fraulein Aus der Ohe performed the Concert- 
stueck—which is rather out of the date—with re- 
markable fluency, but with little or no accent, 
and with a modicum only of the brilliancy and 
clearness of execution which the number re- 
quires. The opening larghetto affetuoso called 
forth, in a measure, the pianist’s powers, and 
it was played with feeling and with extreme 
delicacy and distinctness of touch; the alle- 
gro appassionato, on the other hand, was 
rendered with more refinement than fervor, and 
the possibilities of the brilliant tempo di marcia 
were left to the listeners’ memory or imagina- 
tion. That Friiulein Aus der Ohe’s audience 
was pleased with her performance was shown, 
in spite of her shortcomings, by a recall that 
compelled an acknowledgment, and was re- 
sponded to with an encore piece—Liszt’s tran- 
scription of the spinning song from “* The Fly- 
ing Dutchman.” This the young pianist played 
exquisitely. ‘he Beethoven symphony, which 
wound up the proceedings, was decent- 
ly rendered, and _ that is about all 
that can be said on the subject. There 
was not the slighest perceptible attempt made 
either by the conductor or his men to catch the 
romantic spirit pervading the superb toue pict- 
ure which Beethoven himself singled out from 
among his masterpieces as one of his great 
achievements; the letter of the composition 
was faithfully adhered to, and no one went be- 
yond it. Performances to which the term re- 
spectable is the only one that canin fairness be 
applied may be acceptable in good-sized pro- 
vincial towns; at the hands of the Philharmon- 
ic Society of the capital of a nation music lovers 
have a right to look for something more.

PROHIBITION 1N MICHIGAN. 
Detroit, April 7.—The exact figures on 
the prohibition amendment are still unknown. 
Slowly the majority against the amendment has 
been cut down, but it is thought unlikely that it 
will go much further. All published reports 
vary more or less, ranging from 1,550 to about 


6,000. The Evening Journal to-day gives the 
former figure and says: ‘The prospect of 
Its passaye is now extremely favorable, if 
not probable.” The Free Press expresses 
the opinion that the majority will be about 
3,000. About 1,000 votes higher, or in the 
ncighborhood of 4,000, is where the Tribune 
placesit. From several counties the reports are 
conflicting, in some cases varying 500 to 600 
votes, and the official returns will be needed to 
settle which is correct. The Prohibstionists do 
not yet concede their defeat. As before stated, 
an important factor in the Prohibition campaign 
was the temperance eloment that doubted the 
effectiveness of that measure. There is little 
doubt that the amendment was defeated by 
temperance voters.

FOUNDERED IN THE PACIFIC. 


THE BARK ELDORADO GOES DOWN~ 
ONLY TWO OF HER CREW SAVED. 

San Francisco, April 7.—The accounts of 
the wreck of the bark Eldorado, which foun- 
dered in the Pacific, 50 miles off Cape Fiattery, 
on the morning of the Ist inst., are meagre, but 
itis known that all hands were lost except the 
second mate and one seaman. The vessel car- 
ried, all told, 14 persons. The survivors were 
picked up from the roof of the cabin 
three days later, and were taken to Port 


Townsend. Both were nearly dead from 
exposure when rescued, and were scarcely able 
to tell the story of the disaster. The orado 
sailed from Puget Sound on March 29 with a 
cargo of 1,800 tons of coal for this city. The 
weather was fair when she left port, but on the 
1st inst. she was struck by a fearful storm that 
prevailed near Cape Flattery during the tirst few 
days of the month. The storm came on the ves- 
sel suddenly and before she was prepared 
for it. The sea. tossed her about like a 
chip, and a heavy gale added to the 
danger. The bark began to leak, and finally 
the Captain, seeing that his vessel was doomed, 
gave orders to the crew to leave her. No boats 
could be lowered, however, and Capt. Hum- 

hreys was struck by a sea that washed the 

eck. He was thrown against the after-cabin 
and killed. His body was swept overboard and 
the bark sank soon afterward. The vessel went 
down while the crew were clinging to tne spars. 
All are supposed to have been drowned except 
those picked up by the Fannie Dutard, though 
some may have been rescued by passing vessels 
to be taken to San Pedro or this city. 

The Eidorado is not the only vessel lostin the 
storm. When a short distance from Cape Fiat- 
tery the schooner Fannie Dutard passed the 
wreck of a lumber vessel, but could tind no 
signs of lifeoranything by which the nameof the 
ill-fated craft could be learned. ‘The ship [van- 
hoe, from this port, put in at Tacoma yesterday. 
Capt. Carter reports having encountered a se- 
vere storm on the 1st inst.. the force of the wind 
being nearly sufficient to throw his vessel on ber 
beam enas. The ship St. Nicholas lost many 
of her sails and the Norwegian bark Nordotier 
nen was caught by the wind 30 miles off the 
cape and nearly wrecked. She returned to Pori 
Townsend leaking badly. The report of the 
sinking of the coal-laden ship St. Stephen is un- 
confirmed. 

The sealing schooner Champion was blown 
ashore at 3 P. M. on April 1 at Nitinat, Van- 
couver Island, and was totally wrecked. Her 
crew of 30 men eseaped with the exception of 
an Indian. The schooner was owned br an In- 
dian named Lyce Pete, living at Neah Bay. His 
loss is several thousand dollars. The castaway 
crew have reached Neah Bay. 


DRILLING LIKE V#TERANS.

THE BERKELEY SCHOOL BOYS GIVE THB 
MILITIA POINTS. 

The circle of seats around the floor of the 
Seventh Regiment Armory and the balconies

A selected platoon iliustrated some new sng- 
gestions for a revision of the infantry tactics. 
The artillery work by a Gatling gun battery was 
also a happy feature of the driil. In this the 
batterymen pulled four Gatling guns all to 
pieces, put them together, dashed around the 
armory, and finally startled every one by their 
suecessive detonations. The exhibition closed 
with the usual dress parade. It was generally 
coneeded to be one of the most successful ex- 
hibitions that the school has ever given.

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OVER TWO HUNDRED PLAYS. 


THE OLDEST OF THE FRENCH DRAMATISTS 
PASSES AWAY. 


Jean Henri Dupin, the oldest of the French 
dramatic authors, died in Paris on Wedneaday, 
in the ninety-sixth year of his age. M. Dupin 
is scarcely known to the present generation of 
playgoers, but in the earlier years of the century 
his name was familiar to every Frenchman who 
patronized the theatre. He was born in Paris, 
Sept. 1, 1791, and was engaged in learning his 
proposed business as a banker’s clerk when, 
in 1808, he submitted tremblingly to Desfon- 
taines his first play, entitled “ A Trip to Cham- 
bord.” It was an unambitious farce, and, 


after a little judicious revision at tbe 
hands of Desfontaine, the author, tren but 
17 years old, had the pleasure of seeing it pro- 
duced at the Vaudeville, where 1t was received 
with a fair amount of popular applause. Its 
success determined Dupin to renounce book- 
keeping and write for the stage for a living, and 
he made a good income out of his works from 
that time on. Like mostof the French drama- 
tists of that age, he wrote a great deal, de- 
pending aa the quantity rather than the 
quality o his work for his remmnnera- 
tion. The number of plays in which he 
had a hand exceeds 200, many of them being 
written in conjunction with Scribe, and others 
with Dartois. Among the former were “ Mi- 
chael and Christine.” produced in 1826, and 
which is still one of the favorites at the Gym- 
nase; “The Bourgeoise Boarding School,” and 
“ The Adventures of Little Jonas.” With Dar- 
tois M. Dupin produced, among other comedies, 
“The Sultan of Havre,” “The Village Sem- 
nambuilist,” and “The Guardian Angel.” He 
also collaborated with d’Epagny, Sauvage, 
Dumanotr, Saint-Georges, and Delacour, and 
wrote several librettos for comic operas. Of his 
dramatic works 20 are the reault of his individ- 
ual labors, the principal of these being “ The 
Grasville Ghost,” ‘‘A Family Féte,” ‘Love 
Will Come After,” “ The Black Cat,” and ** The 
Chinese Orphan.” Of late years old age has 
dried the ink in Daupin’s workshop, but the 
venerable dramatist has been treated with great 
respect by the younger men, whose genius has 
created a new drama for France, and his death 
will leave a void which can never be filled in the 
literary world of Paris.

WHAT A’ JUDICIOUS WEEDING 
OUT ACCOMPLISHED. 
SECRETARY ENDICOTT’S VIGOROUS TREAT- 
MENT OF THE SURGEON-GENERAL’S 
OFFICE AND ITS GOOD RESULTS. 
Wasnineton, April 7.—Secretary Endi- 
cott, as already related in a preceding dispatch, 
recently became the object of an angry attack 
from some of the medicalotticers in the War De- 
partment because he discovered in the Surgeon- 
General's office some evils of administration that 
demanded immediate correction. His efforts to 
reform the bad methods met with obstruction, 
probably because at some previous time a simi- 
lar effort, undertaken without persistency, had 
been balked by the men who were interested in 
maintaining the order that existed. It makes no 
differencein a matter of this kind what the party 
politics of the offender may be. The officer who 
can see a department dragging in its work, pro- 
tecting idlers, absentees, incompetents, and 
shirks, year in and year out, does not readily 
consent to have his course criticised by imperti- 
nent reforms. There is a degree of contempt 
felt for the officer who professes to favor reform 


measures that is unconcealed. Since the civil 
service law went into effect a common refuge of 
opponents of administrative reform that calls 
for removals or reductions is to invoke the civil 
service law asone that forbids removal. By and 
by that gross error of understanding will be re- 
moved, and when tt comes to be understood that 
there is nothingin the law to ony incompe- 
tent and unfaithful employes it will be better 
for everybody concerned. 

Something has been said in the letter preced- 
ing this about the reform work in the Record 





‘and Pension Division of the Surgeon-General’s 


office. That work began when Secretary Endi- 
cott, finding the oftice greatly in arrears, called 
upon Dr, B. F. Pope to take steps to catch up 
and was informed that there was no way of im- 
proving the methods or accelerating the busi- 
neas of the office. Dr. Pope was relieved at once 
and Dr. Ainsworth, who has been in service on 
the frontier and at the West for many years, was 
assigned to Dr. Pope’s place. A man of vigor 
and of business habits and method, Dr. Ains- 
worth took hold of his work in a spirit of loyalty 
to the purposes of his superior officer. He has 
been inmoffice now about four months. His dis- 
coveries prove him to be a man of some discern- 
ment, peal the results he has achieved speak as 
eloquently of his fitness for the trust reposed in 
him as any mere formal words of praise. 

Very soon after Dr. Ainsworth assumed charge 
of the Record and Pension Division he found 
that one great cause for the arrearage of work 
‘was the presence in the body of some 300 clerks 
of a vast proportion of men who were of no pos- 
sible use to any one. In order to accomplish 
anything he was convinced that he must get rid 
of some of these men. How they came to be 
there it is rhaps useless to inquire, but it is 

lain that the Surgeon-General’s office must 
Sane been regarded at one time as an infirmary 
or hospital rather than as a workshop. From a 
variety of motives it would appear to have be- 
come the last resort of politicians and other of- 
fice-seeking men who could not place their de- 

ndent “beelers” and ‘* workers” in any other 
epartment of the Government. The Secretary 
of War was soon informed that in order to se- 
cure the results he desired it would be necessary 
for him to consent to a “weeding out.” Assur- 
ance was given of all necessary and wise sup- 
port in the direction indicated. 

Dr. Ainsworth soon made a report, in whichhe 
presented two lists of clerks, numbering about 
40 all told, who were indifferent or totally use- 
less. "One list was made up of those clerks who 
were inefficient or incapacitated for work by 
reason of physical or mental disability, the re- 
sult of age, disease, or wounds and injuries, and 
who were thought to be entitled to such consid- 
eration as could properly be shown them for rea- 
gous that were noted in each case. It was re- 
spectfully recommended that the clerks of this 
class be retained in service, and in order that 
their retention might be attended with as little 
fll effect as possible on the general work of the 
office and etill not necessitate demands upon dis- 
abled men beyond their ability, many of them 
Were assigned to such light or sedentary duties 
as it was thought they would be able to discharge 
with some degree of efficiency. For those not 
thus provided for similar places were kept in 
view, to which they were to be assigned as soon 
as the necessary transfers could be arranged. , 

The second class of clerks reported was a list 
of those incapacitated for work by reason of 
old age, infirmity, incurable diseases, or mental 
Giisability, or who were inefficient because of 
lack of aptitude, dissipation, or idleness, but 
in whose cases, after a careful and thorough in- 
vestigation, nothing could be found to warrant 
their further retention in the public service. A 
few sample cases taken from the list of those re- 
ported upon.to the Secretary of War in each 
Class will serve to illustrate the situation in the 
Division of Records and Pensions. It is not 
necessary to give names, but each number used 
corresponds to a name. 

In the first class No.1 was of no valueas a 
clerk, being physically disabled from military 
gervice and recommended for light desk work. No, 
2 wasof nousein any capacity, having been ab- 
sent 183 daysin 1886; but hehas a record of 
service in the Mexican and civil wars, and was 
deemed entitled to retention. No. 4 was physic- 
ally and mentally incapable, but he bad a record 
of service in the war of the rebeiliou. No. 5 was 
worthless, but he had lost an aria in the service. 
No. 6 had lost anarm and an eye, and was of 
nouse. No.7 was deaf and dumb, butwas a 
good penman, faithful and industrious. No. 8 
was deficient in eyesight. No.9 of no value 
physically. No.10 wascompelled tobe frequently 
absentin consequence of sickness. No. 11 was 
old and infirm, but had been faithful and indus- 
trious. No. 13, disabled by old age and infirmity, 
was faithful, and was 75 years of age, 
and his 75 years of age protected him. 
There were 30 of such cases. The men were 
all retained and constitute acivil pension list, 
for none of them can do the work of asound 
man, yet stand in the way of capable and vigor- 
ous men who could be brought into the service 
if they were dismissed. 

Now look at the second class ef clerks report- 
ed on as hoiding places iu an office in which Dr. 
Pope declared that “‘ there was no necessity for 
improvement or change.” No.1 was set down 
as of no value as a clerk. He had been con- 
tinuously absent since August, 1886, and could 
give no good excuse forhis absence. No. 2 was 
of no value in any capacity, having a record 
of protracted absences and having been away 
from the office the greater part of the last three 

ears. In1886 he was absent 208 days. He 

ad been continuously absent since March, 1886. 
His military service was regarded as having in 
some degree protected him, butit was considered 
that the limit of indulgence had been reached. 
No. 3 had been absent the greater part of the 
last three years, and when present was, through 
insubordination, destructive of any discipline of 
the force. No. 4, through old age and physical 
disability, was of no value in any capacity. He 
had been transferred from one place to another 
in the hope that something could be found that 
he could do, but he had been proved worthless 
everywhere. No. 5 had been absent 100 days in 
1886, and when present did little work. No.6 

‘had a record of 120 days of absence in 1886. 
No. 7 waa absent for alleged sickness 111 days 
in 1886 and 109 days in 1885. He was a drunk- 
ard and an incorrigiple debtor, and although en- 
titled to consideration for military service was 
rf, pot as having exhausted the limit of in- 
dulgence. 

Alleged sickness accounted for the absence of 
No. 8 during 103 days in 1886, but he had been 
of no value in any capacity since his appoint- 
mentin1881. Another clerk who had been fre- 
quently absent for long periods was No. 9, whe 
had lost 97 days in 1886, 60 in 1885, and 116 in 
1884. No. 10 was addicted to the excessive use 
of intoxicating liquors, having given the excuse 
of sickness for absence 110 days in 1886, An- 
other frequent absentee was No. 11, who. besides 
losing 96 days in 1886, was an incorrigible 
debtor, 10 complaints of debts being laid 
up in the office against him. The physical 
invalidity of No. 12 was aggravated by in- 
temperate habits, and he was often seen in the 
Office under the influence of liquor. No. 13 was 
physically disabled and intemperate. No. 14 
‘was pronounced utterly worthless, frequently 
drunk, an incorrigible deptor, and an incurable 
absentee. Yet this man, when gripe 
for dismissal, found a great deal of powerfu 

Olitical “influence” ready to protest against 

is removal. No. 15 was a gambler, an ab- 
Bentee. and a chronic debtor. No. 17 was in- 

efficient, idle, inattentive,and he produced a 

quality of work so poor as to make him utterly 
valueless. 

And so the record ran for21 men. They had 

lost a great deal of time, had resorted to false- 
hood, trickery, and contemptible devices to get 
out of the office, and, in addition to demanding 
and receiving pay for all the time lost in sprees 
and what not, had been allowed 30 days in each 
year asthe usual leave of absence. They had 
never employed substitutes or lost any pay. The 
disabled men who were temperate and as regu- 
jar in attendance as their disability would per- 
mit. andthe sound and active men who were 
hot corrupted by the example of the drunkards 
and loafers, had to do the work, so that 250 
clerks were doing what 300 ought to have di- 
vided. The Secretary of War approved the ree- 
Ommedation that was made as to the treatment 
of the men on the two lists. There were 51 clerks 
disabled or inefticient toa greater or lessdegree. So 
long as that state of things existed it would 
inevitably prevent the performance of the neces- 
sary amount of work in an ofhee which had 
nominally at its command the services of 280 
clerks, Thirty men were retained, constituting 
practically a pension Jist in the division. The 
other 21 clerks, all being practically worthless, 
were discharged. The division soon learned 
that there was @ vigorous hand at the helm. 
For a time extra hours were required from the 
reduced force. Punctuality in coming to the 
office and attention to duty during the hours of 
service were required. The work began to 
roove under new methods in handling it, and, 
with a system of checks to show the time con- 
sumed in the examipation of papers, the tra- 
ditional arrearage soon melted away. 

On March 8, three months after Dr. Ainsworth 
took the place which Dr. Pope had left, and 
which Dr. Pope had reported to be one in which 
“there was no necessity for improvement or 
change,” the Surgeon-General received trom the 
Chief of the Record and Pension Division a state- 
_, of the condition of the pension work on 





ec. 8, 1886, and on March 8, 1887. That report 





has reached the Secretary of War, and it fur- 
nishes him with satisfactory proof of the neces- 
sity for the decisive action taken by him in re- 
moving Dr. Pope. On Dec. 8, 1886, when Dr. 
Ainsworth took charge, there were 9,176 pension 
cases on hand. On the 13th the number had in- 
creased to 9,511. The oldest case on hand on 
Dec. § had been received three months previous- 
ly. On March 8 there were only 419 cases on 
hand, all of which were in the hands. of the 
clerks. The oldest case in the office had only 
been there five days. A call for information 
from the records of the office coming from the 
Adjutant-General, the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions, or from other sources could be answered 
in from three to five days from the date of its 
receipt. Before Dec. 8 an average uncomp)li- 
cated case would require to finish it 63 working 
days or 75 calendar days. But a largo propor- 
tion of cases was delayed much longer by reason 
of complexity, or because of errors or omissions 
by clerks, so that the bulk of the cases on com- 
pletion must have been in the office from two 
and a half to three months. 

The relative merits of the old and new man- 
agementis best iilustrated, perhaps, by a table 
showing the course which the average case took, 
and the number of days required under the old 
and new systems to pass upon it: 


old System, New System. 
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The delays under the old system were due toa 
combination of several causes. Among the most 
important were: 1. An accumulation or stagna- 
tion of cases in different portions of the bureau; 
2. Defective methods of work; 3. Laxity of dis- 
cipline; 4. Indifference and lack of interestin the 
work on the part of some of the clerks; 5. The 
presence on the force of a large number of dis- 
abled, ineftlicient, or otherwise undesirable men; 
6. The almost universal belief, which pervaded 
the whole division, that noimprovement in the 
old system was either desirable or possible, and 
that any change made in it must necessarily be 
for the worse. This state of affairs was the out- 
come of more than 20 years of practice, and for 
it no individual can justly be held responsible. 
There were but few features, either good or bad, 
in the old method of conducting the work trace- 
able to any detinite source. They were nearly 
all of origin so indefinite as to be looked upon as 
traditions of the office, the growth and accumu- 
lation of years. 

In all the particulars mentioned as contribut- 
ing to the unsatisfactory condition of affairs on 
Dec. 8 the improvement effected during the 
three months ending March 8 has been very de- 
cided. The arrearage had been entirely reduced. 
The methods of work had been so changed as to 
greatly increase the celerity of its performance 
without diminishing its accuracy. Thediscipline 
of the force was in a@ much more satisfactory 
state. Thirty disabled clerks, who, for various 
reasons, were thought to be entitled to consider- 
ation, had been assigned to such duties as they 
could perform with comfort to themselves and 
some degree of efficiency. Twenty undesirable 
clerks had been discharged, and that action was 
recommended in the cases of five more. When 
these are out comparatively few of that class 
will remain in the division. It has come to be 
generally understood by the force that the work 
of the office is to be a consideration of the first 
importance, to which matters of personal pref: 
erence and convenience must yield. Lastly, it 
has been clearly demonstrated that a “ margin” 
of from 3,000 to 10,000 cases is not indispensa- 
bie to the efficient and economical employment 
of the clerks engaged in pension work. 

There are some clerks in the division who 
came in through tbe civil service examiners. 
It is the testimony of the department in which 
they serve that they are of the best; that they 
are intelligent, apt, and industrious, and that 
they turn their hands to a great variety of work 
with more facility and readiness than the clerks 
who came in under the old system, and who have 
been accustomed to regard with distrust and dis- 
like the attempt to make clerks too generally 
useful. E. G. D. 





FELL SEVEN STORIES. 
SPS re ORE 
TWO PAINTERS MEET A TERRIBLE 
SUDDEN DEATH. 

When Peter F. Murray, a boss painter, 
and his assistant, Daniel Alford, both employed 
by J. B. & J. M. Cornell, the Centre-street iron 
manufacturers, went to work yesterday morning 
in the unfinished Aldrich Building at41, 43 and 
45 Broadway, they made what they believed 
to be a trm scaffold in the seventh story over 
the stair well. The men employed by the Cor- 
nells are bound by anagreement to take every 
precaution against accident. The Cornells have 
the contract for the iron work in this building, 


and it includes an iron stairway, following the 
well walls from the first floor to the top. The 
orem space under the skylight is about 15 by 10 
eet. 

Across this gap Murray and Alford fixed a 
plank with the aid of a stepladder. They tested 
the temporary platform, and deciding that it 
was secure began sandpapering the iron work 
preparatory to painting it. At 8:45 o’clock, 
while shifting their positions, one of the men 
made afatalstep. The plank turned, the step- 
ladder slipped and the scaffolding collapsed so 
suddenly that neither could save himself. Both 
uttered shrieks which startled everybody in the 
building. In their descent down the well, sheer 
90 feet, the unfortunate men made desperate ef- 
forta to seize something firm. They came in 
contact With theiron work repeatedly, but their 
momentum made their efforts ineffectual. 

Both struck the concrete floor. Employes 
rushed from all parts of the building and shud- 
dered at the sight which met them. The blood 
and brains of both were spattered over the fioor, 
and two heaps of torn clothing containing quiy- 
ering flesh showed what had happened to the 
men. Both were disfigured almost beyond rec- 
ognition. When they were raised and placed on 
stretchers their bones seemed to be broken in 
countless —. Murray’s left arm was almost 
torn from its socket, showing that he had made 
a desperate attempt to stay his downward flight. 
There was no spark of life in either body after it 
struck the floor. 

The accident caused much excitement and at- 
tracted a great crowd to the building. The bodies 
were quickly removed to the Church-street sta- 
tion and subsequently claimed by relatives. 
Murray was 45 years old, unmarried, and lived 
in One Hundred and Tenth-street. Alford was 
only 21 years old and lived with his parents at 
231 East One Hundred and Ninth-street. He 
had an uncle at work on the premises at the 
time of the accident.

SUING THE STOCKHOLDERS. 


———— 
THE AMERICAN OPERA COMPANY DEAD, 
BUT ITS DEBTS LIVE. 

People who held stock in the American 
Opera Company, Limited, are about to have a 
chance to realize how much easier it is to get 
into an enterprise than it is to escape from its 
consequences, even after the enterprise has be- 


come bankrupt, changed its name, and flitted to 
the Pacific slope, ‘ 

W. W. Badger, the attorney for William Parry, 
the stage manager, and for most of the other 
employes of the company who cannot get their 
pay, has brought about 20 suits in their behalf 


against Parke Godwin, Levi P. Morton, Henry 
G. Marquand, J. Pierpont Morgan, Robert Har- 
ris, James J. Goodwin, Cc. P. Huntington, Mrs. 
Arabella D. Huntington, and other prominent 
stockholders, claiming that each is Hable per- 
sonally for twice the par value of the shares 
which he or she owned. The suits for $2,000 
and more will be entered in the Supreme Court 
for this county and the suits for less amounts in 
the City Court. 

Mr. Badger says that all the defendants, and 
for that matter all the stockholders, claim that 
they have already paid more than double the par 
value of their shares. He expects, however, to 
show that they are mistaken. Hitherto all the 
suits have been against the American Opera 
Company asa corporation. As all the property of 
that company is a seven-tenths interest in the 
National Opera Company and certain contracts 
with singers, the Judgments have not possessed 
much pecuniary value. These new suits strike 
the individual pockets of the stockholders, and 
if they are successful, the judgments will be col- 
lectible without trouble. 

Mr. Badger says that the suits have already 
borne fruit collaterally. George M. Pullman, of 
palace car fame, owns 50 shares. A short time 
ago Thomas Reid, a large tea dealer at 269 Wash- 
ington-str&t, obtained three judgments, amount- 
ing to $24,533 64, and representing money he 
had lent the company. Last week Mr. Pullman, 
by the advice of his counsel, ex-Chief-Justice 
Noah Davjs, paid Mr. Reid $5,000, and Robert 
Harris, who owns 10 shares, paid Mr. Reid 
$1,000. 

Mr. C. P. Huntington sets up the defense that 
he does not, and never did, own any shares of 
the American Opera Company. He admits that 
his wife, Mrs. Arabella D. Huntington, is the 
owner of 50 shares, for which she was an orig- 
inal subscriber. She has been sued on the 
strength of her husband’s statement, and her 
anawer to the complaint is due next week. It is 
said that Mr. Huntington subscribed about 
$5,000 for the benefit of the company about the 
time it started. He now claims thatit wasa 
gift, and that no shares have been issued to him. 
Mr. Badger claims that Mr. Huntington is a 
shareholder, nevertheless, and responsible for 
$10,000 of the company’s debts. 

Among the ladies owning stock—besides Mrs. 
Thurber and Mrs. Huntington—are Mrs. August 
Belmont, Mrs. A. B. Blodgett, Mrs. Calvin 8. 
Brice, Mrs. Parke Godwin, and others as well 
known. They will all soon be summoned into 
court as defendants against the claims of the un- 
paid chorus and ballet girls. 

The three cases of Alfred W. Young,Alice Rich- 
ards, and Ruth Tarbett against the American 
Opera Company to recover their salaries, now 
pending in the City Court, have been put upon 
the short cause calendar, and will stand for 
trial next Friday.

A YOUNG MAN SHOOTS HIMSELF IN 
CENTRAL PARK. 


Policeman Quinn heard the report of a 
pistol in Oentral Park yesterday afternoon. It 
came from the walk west of the old reservoir, 
opposite Eighty-second-street. Hurrying to the 
spot whence the report proceeded, he found a 
young man lying on the ground shot in the head. 
A toy pistol, hardly more than four inches long, 
was by his side. The young man was alive at 
the time, but he died ina few minutes. A Park 


ambulance was summoned and the body was 
taken to the police station. 

The young man seemed to be about 18 years 
years old. He was 5 feet 6 inches in height and 
wore a new blue cloth suit. In his pocket were 
some cards bearing the inscription, ‘* Oscar 
Fuhrlein. 428 Grove-street, Jersey City.” A 
silver hunter. watch, several pencils, two rules, 
a pocket and memorandum book, and 18 cents 
were the only articles found in the pockets. 

No. 428 Grove-street is a flat occupied by John 
Fuhrlein, a tailor. He was notitied in the after- 
noon by a telegram from the Morgue that Oscar 
Fuhrlein’s body was there. The greatest con- 
sternation and surprise were felt by the family. 
The young man had left his home shortly after 
noon in the best spirits. He had not said where 
he was going. This, however, was nothing unusu- 
al. as he had not been working for some inonths, 
and had plenty of time at his disposal. The family 
were unable to account for the suicide. Oscar 
had everything he wanted and the best of treat- 
ment at home. He was 20 years old. His father 
is well to do, owning the flat in which he lives 
and considerable other property. Oscar was 
guiet and bad never had any troubles of which 
his family were aware. The pistol was probably 
one of those with which the young man used to 
amuse himself when a boy. 

The only possible theory that his brother 
could advance—and it is felt to be a feeble one--— 
is that he had been reading too hard for the civil 
service examination which he hoped to pass 
shortly. The Fuhrleins are well known in the 
neighborhood in which they live.

YALE’S NEW LIBRARY BUILDING. 

The new library to be erected on the 
grounds of Yale University, through the gener- 
osity of the Hon. Simeon B. Chittenden, of 
Brooklyn, will be built under the direction of 
Messrs. J. C. Cady & Co., architects, of this city. 
It will be fireproof, of the red sandstone used in 
the new Dwight Hall, four stories high, and in 
the shape of ashort-armed cross. It will con- 


tain a reading room, library, and administrative 
offices. The reading room will be lighted by 
many large windows, and will accommodate 150 
readers. The library will be constructed accord- 
ing to the latest system of arrangement. It will 
have no galleries, which the designers think 
occasion too much climbing and ruin the bind- 
ings. A book can’t live where a man can’t, ac- 
cording to an old saying, and the object is to 
give them plenty of light and air and to make 
them easily accessible. There will be nothing 
decorative in this room, all the ornament being 
expended on the reading room and exterior of 
the building. The site of the new library is be- 
tween the art school and the present library, 
with which latter it will be connected. The new 
building is a memorial of a daughter of Mr. 
Chittenden’s, Mrs. Dr. William T. Lusk, of New- 
York, and the reading room will contain a hand- 
some window with hername. This builing may 
be the first of a series of four or five semi-de- 
tached structures to be devoted to library pur- 
poses. It will be tinished in about a year.

WORK FOR THE BACON COMMITTEE. 

Coney Island is a very interesting spot to 
thousands of residents of this city and Brooklyn, 
but even its admirers admit that it could be im- 
proved by a thorough investigation at the hands 
of the Bacon Committee, and from the talk in 
Brooklyn yesterday such an investigation will 
be begun to-day.

Most of the members of the com- 
mittee are in favor of introducing a bill taking 
the control of Coney Island away from John G. 
McKane and his associates and making some 
one of the city departments responsible for its 
preservation,

AN OLD CORNER CLEARED. 

The cigar and other stallsadjoining Knox’s 
down-town hat store,on the Fulton-street side, 
which have stood on the ground for 40 years, 
and have been an obstruction to travel at one of 
the most crowded spots in the city, were demol- 
ished yesterday and carried away to the corpo- 
ration yard, under direction of Superintendent 
of Incumbrances Richardson, acting under or- 
ders froin Mayor Hewitt. Mr. Knox was warned 
to remove the stands a week ago, but did not 
comply. The crowbar brigade arrived at1 o’clock, 
tore the stalls to pieces, and carried the reinnants 
away. The news stand at the corner of Broadway 
was also attacked, but the proprietor saved 
his papers and got away. Several attempts 
have been made to get the stahds removed. Mr. 
Knox said that a former tenant, James Walsh, 
now of 5 Wall-street, with whom there had 
been a disagreement about rent, got an order for 
the demolition of the stands, but a stay was 
eecured. Some of the neighbors, however, com- 
plained that a block was caused by men and 
boys standing in frontof the cigar stand, and 
this decided Mayor Hewitt to act. The stands 
yielded an income of $1,500 a year. Latterly 
lessees had§found it impossible to make much 
more than the rental.

AGAINST IWO BRIDGES. 
ADVERSE ACTION TAKEN BY THE CHAM- 
BER OF COMMERCE, 

At the meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce yesterday the Committee on Internal 
Trade and Improvement made a vigorous report 
on the Poughkeepsie Bridge project, protesting 
against any plan involving the construction of 
piers in the bed of the river. The report re- 
ceived marked approval, and when it had been 
read the Chamber voted unanimously to peti- 


tion the Legislature not to allow’ the 
bridge to be built, and instructed the 
committee to take such other measures 
as might seem appropriate and effectual 


for the preservation of the great commercial 
highway. ‘The Hudson River,” says the report, 
“is the outlet through which the commerce of 
the canals must reach this city. It is the chief 
cornerstone of the system of water communica- 
tion through our State betweenthe West and the 
East, and upon its preservation in all its present 
perfection rests the value to the State of its 
canal system. It is the key to all the great 
natural advantages possessed by the State in re- 
spect to transportation and internal com- 
merce.” 

Gustav Schwab, from the special committee 
appointed to consider the proposal of the Second- 
avenue road to bridge the Harlem, reported that 
another bridge was not needed, as there were 
two bridges within a block. The Chamber passed 
a vote of protest, and decided to oppose any 
such fresh obstruction to the river. 

Isaac Phillips called the attention of the 
Chamber to a recent and important decision of 
the United States Supreme Court, involving the 
right of an importer to maintain a suit to recover 
an excess of borg | after the goods in the importa- 
tion had passed into his possession. According 
to the statement, the result of this new law is 
that the importer,if he desires to attack the 
amount of duty demanded, must leave his im- 
portation in possession of the Collector until the 
duties are tinally and fully liquidated and paid 
under protest. And so, also, in the case of goods 
in warehouse under bond, the importer must 
be careful that he does not withdraw and 
take the goods into his possession until 
after the liquidated duties have been paid and 
protest made. The sum and substance of the 
matter is that the importer waives all right to 
recover what he deems is an excess of duty if 
he pays and takes the goods in his possession 
before protesting, and claiming as a fact that he 
only pays to obtain possession of his importa- 
tion. Of course, if he has possession he does 
not pay to obtainit. It will thus be seen that 
to the Collector’s action the importer must sub- 
mit, unless he will leave his importation with 
the Government until a final liquidation.

RAPID TRANSIT SCHEMES. 
SEVERAL NEW PLANS PRESENTED TO 
THE COMMISSIONERS. 

The Rapid Transit Commission held an- 
other meeting yesterday afternoon in E. Ellery 
Anderson’s office in the Mutual Building to hear 
what interested parties had to say about the 
proposed building of additional lines of elevated 
road by the Manhattan Company. There were 
present Commissioners Anderson, H. K. Thurber, 
Walter Stanton, and William E. Worthen, Julian 
T. Davies, counsel of the Manhattan Elevated 


Road; LawsonN. Fuller, anda number of persons 
residing in the northwestern part of the city. 

E, P. Griffen, of Audubon Park, complained of 
the poor accommodation provided by the ele- 
vated road’s Sixth-avenue line. The cars were 
so crowded the people could rarely get seats, 
and they were really worse off than before the 
elevated road was built. The Harlem Road used 
to provide them with rapid and comfortable 
transit. Another resident from that locality said 
the cars on the Ninth-avenue line were not fit 
for human beings. 

Lawson N. Fuller confined himself closely to 
advocating the cable system of traction, a sub- 
ject not really under consideration. He said 
that the city, in the matter of rapid transit, was 
25 years behind the age. He advocated an 
elevated road along Broadway, thence west to 
Tenth-avenue and along the Boulevard. An- 
other line should be built on the east side, 
making a complete circuit of the island. The 
cable should be used on them, and if desired, a 
speed of 25 miles an hour could be maintained. 
He hoped that the elevated, cable and Metro- 
politan companies would have a knock-down 
fight. The result would be beneficial to the 
people. Mr. Fuller eulogized Mr. Cyrus Field’s 
pluck in investing $150,000 in the elevated rail- 
road, “though he kuew thatif he made money 
people would call him a scoundrel, and if he 
failed they would call him a fool.” 

“Oh, no,” the chair remarked, *‘ no fear of any 
one calling him a fool.” 

Mr. Fuller wanted the Commissioners to listen 
to his arguments in favor of an elevated road 
along the Boulevard, but tbe Chairman said the 
law expressly forbade such a structure, and it 
was only wasting time to discuss it. 

Mr. Kitehell suggested that a road be built 
from the Battery up West-street to Tenth-avenue, 
up that avenue to about Thirty-fourth-street, 
and thence north by some ronte to be selected 
later. Such a road would relieve the Sixth- 
avenue line. He objected to giving the Manhat- 
tan Road terminal facilities which would pre- 
vent the building of competing roads. He 
thought a road could be built on Seventh-avenue 
to advantage. 

The chair stated that persons with sugges- 
tions to make should attend the next meeting of 
the board, taking care to come with designated 
routes, whose advantages they were prepared to 
explain. 

The board adjourned to 3 P. M. Saturday.

AFTER HIS WIFE'S SCALP. 

Mrs. Aline Estelle Noyes, an Indian woman 
living at 314 West Fifty-fourth-street, sought police 
protection yesterday morning against her husband, 
Stephen W. Noyes, a Montauk Indian of the Shin- 
necock tribe. She said he had escaped from the 
Queens County Lunatic Asylum, at Mineola, and 


had come to this city to killher. She feared that he 
would do it, as he was a bad man, of ungovernable 
temper. Many years ago, when @ young man, he 
was sent to Sing Sing for assault. His tribe there- 
upon disowned him. On Dec, 21 last, while 
Noyes with his wife and three children 
were living in Flushing, Long Island, he 
made a brutal assaultupon her, for which he was 
sent to the Queens County Jail, at Long Island City, 
for three months. He either became insane or 
feigned insanity and was removed to the county 
asylum at Mineola, whence he escaped on last Mon- 
day morning by j rag ty out of a window and walk. 
ing several miles in his bare feet. 

On Wednesday he called on Miss Sarah Ten Eyck, 
a cuusin of his wife. He was seeking her address, as 
she had removed from Flushing to this city. Miss 
Ten Eyck refused to give him the address, as the In- 
dian swore that he would seek her out and kill her. 
A general alarm was sent outfrom Headquarters 
ordering Noyes’s arrest.

POLITICS IN PATERSON.
